Beat the 
mayor 


N THE lavish section the Chronicle 
ran a while back celebrating Herb 

Caen’s 50th anniversary was a tale 
from one of the Great Man’s former 
assistants, who described Caen’s 
philosophy of journalism: ‘‘Check an 
item and lose it.’ 

Alex Cockburn said the same thing a 
few years ago, perhaps (but only 
perhaps) with tongue in cheek. He was 
all set, he wrote in The Nation, to fire 
off a savage column attacking some 
poor professor who had made what 
Cockburn considered a lame-brained 
statement about the Middle East. But 
before he went to press with it, he called 
the professor and quickly learned that 
the guy was not only a devoted 
Cockburn fan but that he essentially 
agreed with everything Cockburn had 
ever said on the issue. Cockburn ended 
the column with a sigh of frustration: 
The best way to lose a great story is to 
call and check the facts. 

Which brings me, more or less, to the 
peculiar item I saw in Rob Morse’s 
column last Wednesday, to wit: 

“One of Mayor Agnos’ deputy 
mayors went to a certain S.F. weekly to 
protest its latest hit piece on the mayor. 
An editor responded: ‘You know us. 
We always beat up on mayors.’ ”’ At 
first, most people I talked to weren’t 
sure what paper Morse was talking 
about. The Independent? TheS.F. 
Weekly? Us? (That seemed hard to 
believe, since Morse, who is usually far 
better about these things than Caen, 
had never called us to ask about it.) 
And whoever it was, the folks around 
here weren’t sure whether it was 
supposed to be a compliment or a blast. 

I recognized the quote right away — 
I was the one who said it. Yes, we 
“always beat up on mayors.’’ And on 
just about anyone else in power. That’s 
our job. But since there were quite a 
few people who thought the item was 
critical (it did, after all, refer to our 
report card on Agnos as a “‘hit piece”’ 
without ever explaining what was wrong 
with it), we decided to do a radical and 
dangerous journalistic thing: We called 
to check the facts. 

For the record, I made the remark to 
Brad Paul, deputy mayor for housing 
and neighborhoods, who had come by 
the Guardian to explain the mayor’s 
Mission Bay proposal. 

Brad later told us he had passed my 
comment along at a mayoral staff 
meeting. So I called Morse, preparing 
to be indignant over the apparent 
publication of a critical blind item 
leaked from the Mayor’s Office, and 
discovered that Morse hadn’t heard it 
from the mayor’s staff. The item has 
gotten all over town in journalistic 
circles, he said, and most people — 
including Morse — think it’s great. 
“That’s what a newspaper ought to do 
— beat up on the mayor,”’ he told me, 
“That’s why I ran the item.’’ He 
agreed he should have called to check 
it and told me once again how much 
he enjoys seeing the Guardian every 
week. 

It’s one of those things, I guess: 
Check the facts and you lose a 
great story.

School choice isn’t reform 


the ‘‘free-market”’ philosophy that brought 

us Ivan Boesky, the trillion-dollar debt and 
the S&L crisis is being touted as the next wave in ed- 
ucational reform. 

Politicians like George Bush have decided that 
the best way to repair the serious problems in the 
nation’s public schools is to give parents the right 
to choose where their children will be taught. The 
idea is that public schools will have to compete for 
students — and that will raise standards. 

But in San Francisco, it hasn’t worked that way. 

For more than a decade, San Francisco has had 
an extensive program allowing parents to apply for 
“optional enrollments,’’ transfers that shift their 
children out of the schools to which they have been 
assigned. But as Jean Tepperman reports on page 
17, there is a fatal flaw in the free-market argu- 
ment. If the competition for students is going to 
raise educational standards, then the schools that 
do well at it need to be rewarded and the ones that 
do poorly need to have some sort of incentive to 
improve. In San Francsico, no such incentives ex- 
ist. Some neighborhood schools have huge num- 
bers of parents trying to transfer their kids out, 
year after year, often for good reason. And yet the 
same principals, the same teachers, the same pro- 
grams remain and the classrooms are filled with 
the unlucky kids who lost out in the transfer lottery 
and whose parents have too little money to send 
them to private schools. 

Obviously, running an urban school district or 
an urban school — is a tough job these days. But 
even in SF’s troubled district, there are many suc- 
cess stories: At Alvarado Elementary School, for 
example, a dedicated principal and a staff of 
motivated teachers have begun to win neighbor- 
hood support with a good, solid educational pro- 
gram. 

If school choice won’t work to make the schools 
better, what will? 

One part of the answer is leadership, and here 
San Francisco has clearly benefited from the lead-

ership of Superintendent Ray Cortines. To his credit 
Cortines has bucked the national trend and 
adopted policies based on the premise that all 
schools should offer a decent education, not that 
some lucky (or influential) parents should get a 
break for their kids. 

No superintendent, however, can change schools 
from the top. The traditional, rigid structure of 
U.S. public school systems has defied many at- 
tempts at change. Many well-intentioned superin- 
tendents have been in the position President Harry 
Truman predicted for his successor, Eisenhower: 
‘‘He’ll sit there and say, do: this, do that’ — and 
nothing will happen.” 

Teachers and principals who work with students 
every day are probably the most important factor 
in school improvement. That’s why the new con- 
tract between the San Francisco public schools and 
the teachers’ union, the United Educators of San 
Francisco, is so important. It provides for the first 
steps toward ‘‘restructuring”’ schools to provide 
for more teacher input into curriculum, school ad- 
minstration and educational policy. 

And there’s another essential — and most often 
overlooked — ingredient in successful education: 
parents. School-choice advocates claim parents 
can gain power in schools as consumers who can 
shop around. That might work in the grocery 
store, but it won’t work in education. Yet the goal 
— making schools more accountable to parents — 
is important. 

Parents have not always been made welcome in 
many San Francisco schools; here, too, Cortines 
has made some important changes. He has manda- 
ted an open-door policy toward parents, encour- 
aged schools to hold parent meetings and urged 
them to be flexible and creative in thinking of ways 
to enable parents to get to know the school. 

There’s a long way from that beginning to in- 
cluding parents as an essential part of the school. 
Yet accountability to parents is the only real way to 
make sure schools are meeting their students’ 
needs. 


The unknown INS victims 


HILE activists are fighting a high-profile 
W battle to change federal rules barring peo- 
ple infected with the AIDS virus from 
entering the United States for the Sixth Interna- 
tional AIDS Conference, another aspect of the re- 
strictive policy has been largely ignored. As Laura 
Fraser reports on page 8, thousands of im- 
migrants and political refugees have been denied 
residency in the United States under the 1986 im- 
migration reform act, on the grounds that they 
have tested positive for HIV. 
The policy is particularly cruel and unfair: It re- 
quires that all HIV-positive immigrants and re- 
fugees be declared illegal — and thus makes them 


The wrong-way 


VER THE past year, the federal Drug En- 
forcement Administration has conducted a 


series of raids on what agents saw as key con- 
nections to dangerous drug suppliers in the Bay 
Area. The net thus far: a bunch of angry mer- 
chants, a few furious orchid-growers...and ab- 
solutely no criminal cases. 

It’s all part of what the government calls 
‘Operation Green Merchant,”’ and it’s designed to 
wipe out the marijuana growers who fled indoors, 
in the wake of the notorious paramilitary Cam- 
paign Against Marijuana Planting in Mendocino, 
Humboldt and Trinity counties. 

The deal went like this: DEA agents bought a 
few copies of High Times magazine, read through 
the classified ads for hydroponic horticultural gear 
and raided the outlets that sold the stuff. As Vince 
Bielski notes on page 10, the agents confiscated 
the customer lists and started paying visits. In one 
instance, they burst into the home of a placid Los 
Angeles orchid afficionado who had made the mis- 
take of buying his lights from someone who the 
DEA thought might have sold to dope growers. 


ineligible for public health benefits. 

Many of these people have lived and worked 
(and paid taxes) in this country for many years — 
and most were probably infected here.

Both INS policies are irrational and inexcusable.

In San Francisco, they made no arrests. 

Nobody seems to know how much the taxpayers 
have spent to support this farce. What we do know 
is that, in the Bay Area and elsewhere, the civil 
rights of numerous individuals and small busi- 
nesses have been trampled in the name of the ‘‘War 
on Drugs.’’ At the very worst, the crime the agents 
were seeking to eradicate amounted to the cultiva- 
tion and sale of a plant that is almost certainly less 
harmful than tobacco and far less socially destruc- 
tive than alcohol. 

Meanwhile, in San Francisco and across the na- 
tion, people hooked on crack and heroin are un- 
able to get treatment, because there is no money. 
And, as Sasha Futran reports on page TK, the 
Bush Administration that is willing to spend $250 
million to fight the cocaine growers of South 
America can’t seem to put much more than a pit- 
tance into education programs in the schools, 
where the war on drugs is being lost every day. 

This DEA disaster cries out for Congressional 
action. Representatives Boxer and Pelosi should 
wake up and smell the flowers.

Child-abuse prevention: 
Governor Deukmejian has pro- 
posed cutting from the state 
budget funding for the Child 
Abuse Prevention Training Act, 
which sets up a program that 
has trained 3,700,000 children 
in ways to protect themselves 
from abuse since 1984. Its 
$10.1 million yearly cost is ap- 
proximately $10 per child, ac- 
cording to a spokesperson at 
the Children's Self-Help Center 
in San Francisco. Info.: Califor- 
nians for Child Abuse Preven- 
tion, 1727 Martin Luther King, 
Jr., suite 108, Oakl.

Food stamp expansion: The 
food stamp program, the 
largest piece of federal food 
assistance, is up for reauthor- 
ization in 1990, and House 
Budget Committee Chairman 
Leon Panetta (D-Monterey), 
with three other represen- 
tatives, recently introduced a 
bill to reform and expand it. 
The bill would increase the 
number of people who could 
receive food stamps and 
specifically help people caught 
between high shelter costs 
and high food costs. It allows 
people to deduct all their 
housing costs and some child- 
support payments from the 
income used to determine 
eligibility for food stamps and 
pegs the amount of food- 
stamp benefits to the actual 
current cost of food. Other 
changes eliminate red tape 
that creates obstacles to 
eligible people receiving food 
stamps. 

According to Robert Fersh, 
director of the Food Research 
and Action Center in Washing- 
ton, DC, a large portion of 
those eligible are not now 
receiving food stamps. Even 
when they do, the average 
benefit per person per meal is 
only 57 cents. For more

Gender-balance legislation: 
Two California state legislators 
are developing bills to get 
more women on government 
boards and commissions. A 
recent study showing that 
women are greatly underrep- 
resented in such appointed 
positions spurred Senator 
Diane Watson and Assembly- 
woman Maxine Waters to act 
on the issue. 

In January, Assembly- 
woman Waters introduced 
AB 2677, which encourages 
the governor and state legis- 
lative bodies to meet a 50 per- 
cent gender-balance goal in 
appointive positions. Senator 
Watson has not yet introduced 
her bill, but it will probably be 
similar to Waters’, which is 
scheduled for committee 
hearing on March 7th.

INS DENIES 
AMNESTY TO 
HIV-POSITIVE 
IMMIGRANTS 


AS THE Sixth International AIDS 
Conference nears, the U.S. policy of 
restricting the travel of people infected 
with the AIDS virus has come under 
heated criticism by world health and AIDS 
organization leaders. They have decried 
the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service policy limiting the stay of travelers 
with the AIDS virus as discriminatory and 
ineffective. But this INS policy applies to 
more than just international travelers. 

To date, very little attention has been 
given to the undocumented immigrants 
and political refugees in the United States 
who have been denied residency here be- 
cause they are HIV-positive. But immi- 
grants who have applied for amnesty 
under the 1986 Immigration Reform and 
Control Act are the largest group of 
people subject to the INS’s AIDS- 
exclusion law, said Jorge Cortinas of the 
Coalition for Immigrant and Refugee 
Rights and Services. 

If these applicants are HIV-positive, 
they are not only denied residency in the 
United States. The INS also reduces their 
status to undocumented or illegal, which 
makes them ineligible for public benefits 
and preventive health care for their HIV 
infection, such as AZT treatment. 

So far San Francisco health-care facil- 
ities haven’t denied treatment to undocu- 
mented HIV-positive people. ‘‘But outside 
the city, in San Mateo and Marin for 
example, it’s a horrible situation,’’ said 
Miguel Ramirez, coordinator of bilingual 
and multicultural services for the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation. 

Ironically, most of immigrants denied 
residency because of HIV infection were 
probably infected in the United States, 
since the amnesty law allows only people 
who lived in the United States before 1981 
to apply. ‘“‘They’ve lived here, worked 
here, paid taxes here and undoubtedly 
were infected here,’’ said Cortinas. Cur- 
rently, about 120 HIV-positive undocu- 
mented immigrants in San Francisco are 
applying for legal residency status under 
the amnesty law, with twice that many in 
Los Angeles and New York. 

Technically, these immigrants can apply 
to the INS for a waiver of excludability, so 
they can be granted residency. But in prac- 
tice, the terms of the waiver are too 
stringent for many immigrants to meet. 
They have to prove they have private 
health insurance and will need no govern- 
ment assistance to cover the astronomical 
costs of health care associated with AIDS, 
said Cortinas. 

Not only people who have lived here for 
a while, but refugees trying to enter the 
United States are being excluded on the 
basis of HIV infection, said Ignatius Bau, 
staff attorney for the San Francisco Law- 
yer’s Committee for Urban Affairs. Some 
refugees with family members in the 
United States are being denied entry be- 
cause of their HIV status, said Bau. While 
the refugees wait oversees in camps, they 
face problems because of the lack of confi- 
dentiality. In the case of Bau’s Laotian 
client, “‘Everyone in the camp knew this 
person was HIV-positive and the person 
was ostracized and shunned,’’ Bau said. 


“Sooner or later, we’re going to have 
persons with AIDS who will be forced to 
leave their own countries because of 
discrimination and lack of medical treat- 
ment, and knock on the doors of other 
countries and never be let in,’’ he said. 
‘From an international health perspective, 
that’s an irrational way to be dealing with 
this disease.’” 

Last December, the National Commis- 
sion on AIDS urged the INS to allow resi- 
dency for HIV-positive amnesty applicants 
and refugees.

NEW NATIONAL 
GROUP FIGHTS 
NEWSPAPER 
MONOPOLIES 


A NEW national coalition is forming to 
Oppose joint operating agreements 
between newspapers. In recent weeks, its 
members charged a Detroit JOA with 
violating its agreement and petitioned a 
federal court to block a JOA in York, 
Pennsylvania. 

The new organization, Citizens for an 
Independent Press, is a not-for-profit 
corporation that brings together members 
of local committees fighting JOAs in their 
areas. CIP will join the National News- 
paper Association, the Association of 
Alternative Newsweeklies and other 
organizations in lobbying for the amend- 
ment or repeal of the 1970 Newspaper 
Preservation Act. 

“‘Sooner or later we’re going to get the 
people on Capitol Hill to realize that this is 
a really bad law — hopefully while there 
are still some weekly papers left,’’ said 
W. Edward Wendover, chair of CIP anda 
weekly newspaper publisher in Plymouth, 
Michigan. 

The membership of CIP includes mem- 
bers of the York Citizens for Independent 
Newspapers Committee, which opposes 
the York JOA, the Committee for a Free 
and Independent Press in California, 
which is fighting a proposed JOA in 
Manteca, and the Michigan Citizens for an 
Independent Press, which opposes the 
Detroit JOA. 

On March 2nd, York Citizens asked a 
federal court to issue a temporary restrain- 
ing order against the partial merger of 
York’s two newspapers. Its chair, Julie 
Swope, told the Bay Guardian the com- 
mittee was arguing that the attorney 
general’s Feb. 21st approval of the JOA 
was “‘arbitrary, capricious and contrary to 
the law.”’ 

The complaint, Swope said, argues that 
the attorney general failed to hold local 
hearings, consider the improving financial 
position of the York Daily Record, con- 
sider the improving economic climate of 
the York area or take into account the im- 
pact the JOA will have on the community. 

Swope questioned whether the Record 
was truly a failing newspaper, as claimed 
in the JOA application. ‘‘For well over a 
hundred years,’’ she said, “‘these papers 
were owned locally and did fairly well.”’ 
The Record was purchased by Buckner 
News Alliance in 1988, shortly after The 
York Dispatch was purchased by Garden 
State Newspapers, part of Texas investor 
William Dean Singleton’s media holdings. 

Meanwhile in Detroit, Ronald Lowe, of 
the Plymouth law firm of Lowe & 
Lewandowski, wrote a Feb. 9th letter to

the Justice Department on behalf of 
Wendover and other opponents of the 
Detroit JOA. The letter accuses the 
Detroit News and Detroit Free Press of 
violating their JOA agreement by pub- 
lishing joint editions on holidays and by 
publishing less news. The newspapers have 
denied they are violating the agreement. 
No response had been received by press 
time, Wendover said.

BREAKS LOOSE 

AT BERKELEY'S 
BARRINGTON HALL 


THE BERKELEY police raid at 
Barrington Hall last Friday has set off a 
legal and political furor that could have 
serious repercussions for the Berkeley 
Police Department. 

What started out as a poetry reading at 
Berkeley’s most notorious student 
residence hall ended up with at least 30 
police officers arriving to oust the 
estimated 65 people gathered there. Some 
witnesses refer to the incident as a police 
riot, charging the police used more force 
than was necessary. The police report 
claims the actions were appropriate for the 
situation they encountered. 

The Berkeley police claimed that the 
poetry reading and party attended by the 
hall’s residents and their invited guests was 
a violation of a court-ordered injunction 
barring public gatherings there, and de- 
clared it an unlawful assembly. 

When the Barringtonians argued that it 
was a private gathering, not a public party, 
and refused to leave, police in riot gear 
quickly moved in with clubs and mace. 

Barrington Hall, one of 18 student 
residence halls affiliated with the Berkeley- 
based University Students Cooperative 
Association (USCA), has long had a repu- 
tation for being a center of campus 
activism. But in recent years, allegations of 
drug use, loud parties and legal disputes 
with neighbors led to a vote last November 
to close down Barrington. Most of the 
residents left over the Christmas break, 
but a core of about 15 have remained, 
challenging the legitimacy of the vote. The 
USCA is trying to evict the remaining 
residents and their landlord-tenant dispute 
is pending in court. 

USCA. General Manager George 
Proper, who backed the hall’s closing and 
obtained the injunction, had asked police 
to enforce the prohibition against public 
parties. When police intervened, the 
violent incident lasted nearly three 
hours. The police report speaks of the 
wedge line and jabbing baton techniques 
the officers used and highlights the bottles 
and bricks thrown at them. But it has no 
mention of the incidents that 
Barringtonians describe, including severe 
beatings, kicked-in doors and smashed 
computer and stereo equipment. The 
residents show off their bruises, broken 
bones and gashes in indignant disbelief. 

Barrington residents told the Bay 
Guardian they refused to disperse because 
they felt that as legal tenants the police 
had no right to throw them out of their 
own homes. Tenant attorney Sam Trosow, 
who is representing the residents in their 
legal dispute, said their rights were violated 
when the police forcibly ejected them for

the night. ‘‘Rather than play by the normal 
rules of eviction, the USCA has decided to 
expedite the process by terrorizing the 
residents. Engaging the Berkeley police to 
do it constitutes a threat to every tenant 

in Berkeley.” 

City Manager Michael Brown said that 
he had received a written version of the 
night’s events from the Barrington res- 
idents and would compare it with the 
police report and try to deal with the dis- 
crepancies. ‘‘I am taking the chief’s report 
at face value. I have no reason to do any- 
thing else,’’ he said. 

But the events will be investigated 
further. Many citizen complaints have 
already been brought to the Police Review 
Commission and the cases against the 17 
people arrested are brought to court.

PARENTS’ SURVEY 
DISPUTES BUSH'S 
DRUG-WAR 
PROPAGANDA 


RECENT CLAIMS by the Bush 
Administration that it’s winning the war 
on drugs stand on shaky ground. 

On Feb. 13th, the Department of Health 
and Human Services released a 
government-funded survey by the 
University of Michigan, showing that drug 
use is down among high school seniors. 

“It’s obvious that young people have 
made dramatic changes in their use of 
most illicit drugs,’’ Louis W. Sullivan, 
secretary of the department, said at the 
press conference. 

Two days later, Bush was off to a one- 
day drug summit in Colombia. There he 
promised to pump about $250 million 
worth of economic aid into Bolivia, Peru 
and Colombia, to divert growers away 
from the billion-dollar coca-growing 
business into more benign agricultural 
production. 

With the invasion of Panama, Bush 
may have found that fighting drugs 
overseas is politically fruitful. But a 
September 1989 survey by PRIDE — Na- 
tional Parents Resource Institute for Drug 
Education, in Atlanta — undercuts the ad- 
ministration’s claim that it is winning the 
war on drugs among U.S. youth. 

It also highlights the shortcomings of the 
government survey, called ‘Monitoring — 
the Future: A Continuing Study of the 
Lifestyles and Values of Youth.’’ The 
government survey questioned only 17,000 
high school seniors, as compared to 
400,000 sixth through 12th graders in the 
PRIDE survey. 

PRIDE spokesman Doug Hall told the 
Bay Guardian the federal study was 
“misleading’’ for other reasons as well. He 
agreed that casual (one-time) drug use has 
declined slightly among high school 
seniors. The problem, he said, is that 
chronic drug use and intoxication levels 
are rising, and drug use is spreading to 
younger kids. 

Had the Bush administration asked 
PRIDE for its statistics, it would have 
found that: During the 1987-88 school 
year, 3.2 percent of surveyed junior high 
school students reported using marijuana 
frequently. The next year that rose to 4.3

Big One’’), accompanied by 
humans with a slide show, 
photo exhibit and folk-rock 
music, is touring the United 
States to rouse opposition to 
the destruction of old-growth 
forests. The Ancient Forest 
Rescue Expedition will be in 
the Bay Area next week to 
help promote the Forest and 
Wildlife Protection Initiative. 

Forests Forever, now gath- 
ering signatures to put the

percent. In the same period, frequent 
marijuana use among high school students 
went from 11.2 percent to 12.5 percent. 
Cocaine use also rose in both groups.

DEA‘SDIG 

FOR POT GROWERS 
TURNS UP 
ORCHID FARM 


OPERATION GREEN Merchant, the 
Drug Enforcement Agency’s attempt to 
bust indoor marijuana growers, has struck 
again, this time at the Indoor Garden 
Center in Berkeley. 

The DEA launched the operation last 
year after noticing that retail stores selling 
indoor gardening and hydroponic equip- 
ment were advertising in High Times, a 
magazine for pot afficionados. In 
October, DEA agents obtained search 
warrants to raid the Indoor Garden 
Center, owned by Victor Danseco, and at 
least two other such stores in the Bay 
Area, based on evidence that the stores 
were involved in a conspiracy to grow pot. 
The DEA took billing and employee 
records, checks, receipts, UPS shipping 
records and miscellaneous scraps of paper, 
said Danseco, with hopes of using this 
information to track down the pot growers 
who bought such things as grow lights and 
fertilizers from the store and left their 
addresses behind. 

Last week, Danseco said, the DEA re- 
turned to his garden store to question em- 
ployees about the customers. ‘‘Enough is 
enough. This is harassment. They haven’t

made any arrests and they are starting to 
drive my customers away,”’ he said. 

Long before the first DEA raid in 
October, Danseco said he did advertise in 
High Times. ‘‘But I dropped the ad before 
the DEA raid, because it wasn’t generating 
any business.”’ 

As far as he can tell (he doesn’t ask all 
his customers what they do with the grow 
lights), the majority of them buy his 
products to grow indoor vegetables and 
plants. ‘‘A lot of my customers are 
yuppies who live in condos with no back- 
yards. They want a garden.”’ 

Before the first raid, Danseco said a 
DEA agent came into his store with a hid- 
den tape recorder and said, ‘‘I want to 
grow marijuana. Can you help me?” 

“‘T told him we don’t discuss such 
things,’’ Danseco said. 

Last week, Danseco said the DEA 
returned to his store, with more questions 
like, ‘How many people do you estimate 
use your products to grow marijuana?” 

“That’s your job to figure out,” 
Danseco said he told the agent. 

One Los Angeles grower of indoor 
orchids was raided by the DEA after his 
name was found on records from 
a retail garden store, said Danseco. ‘“‘I can 
tell you that the Orchid Society is pissed 
off about this.” 

Operation Green Merchant hasn’t pro- 
duced a single arrest in the Bay Area, said 
public information officer Dan Offield of 
the DEA office in San Francisco. But he 
added that, of the stores raided last year, 
“a significant portion of their business was 
narcotics.” 

When asked how the DEA knew this, 
Offield said, ‘‘We used the typical 
methods, surveillance and undercover 
work.”’ 

While Danseco laments his current busi- 
ness slump, to the DEA, it’s a sign that 
Operation Green Merchant is working. 
When Offield was told that Danseco’s 
business was down, the DEA officer said 

“T should hope so.”’

OF THE WEEK 


THEY WERE back last Monday 
night.

Practicing “‘urban airborne as- 
sault techniques,"' according 
to Marine press spokesman 
Captain Chris Gillette. 

Some 250 marines from the 
13th Marine Expeditionary Unit 
of Camp Pendleton are flying 
over the city.

Gillette also said the training 
would help the Marines pro- 
vide help in the event of 
another earthquake.

Residential hotels, finally 


AFTER INTERMINABLE delays, 
amendments to the 1981 Residential Hotel 
Ordinance that would tighten restrictions 
on converting residential hotel rooms to 
tourist rooms will be before the Board of 
Supervisors’ Economic and Social Plan- 
ning Committee (the former Land Use 
Committee) on Thursday, March 8th. 

The amendments were originally sched- 
uled to be heard and voted on last 
September, but discussion was repeatedly 
postponed by the committee chairwoman, 
Supervisor Doris Ward, evidently because 
of hotel owners’ objections to the 
legislation. 

A large number of residential hotel 
rooms — home to people with low and 
fixed incomes — are threatened with con- 
version to tourist rooms. Since 1975, the 
city has lost some 14,000 residential hotel 
rooms, leaving only 18,700 in use today. 

For many tenants, these rooms repre- 
sent the last rung on the ladder before 
being forced onto the streets. It’s a simple 
equation: The number of low-cost resi- 
dential hotel rooms in the city is inversely 
proportional to the number of people 
living on the streets. If you want fewer 
people to be homeless, have more homes. 

Mayor Agnos has made the amend- 
ments a major legislative priority in his 
homeless master plan and many people 
would see further delay of the measure as 
a slap at the mayor. The amendments, said 
Randy Shaw, executive director of the 
Tenderloin Housing Clinic, are ‘‘eight 
years Overdue.’’ 

I couldn’t agree more. 

The committee has had more than 
enough time to study the matter. It is now 
time to vote the amendments out of com- 
mittee and send them to the full board. 
The committee meeting will be held at 
2pm, City Hall, room 228. 


How did he know? 


ONE OF THE most interesting unan- 
swered questions in the ongoing ballpark 
grand jury probe is: How did Agnos and 
his campaign manager, Richie Ross, know 
the last-minute flier was coming? 

Agnos has said in published reports that 
he knew about the anti-ballpark flier some 
two or three weeks before the Nov. 7th 
election. 

Well the tale, according to sources, goes 
like this: In the course of getting the flier 
printed, Sacramento consultant David 
Townsend — one of the four principals in- 
volved in hatching the plan to send out a 
last-minute direct-mail attack on the 
ballpark — called Sacramento politico 
Phil Schott, who happens to own a 
printing company. 

Schott declined to print the flier, but did 
report the call from Townsend to 
Assemblyman John Burton, a longtime 
Agnos ally. Burton in turn told Ross, who 
then informed Agnos that Townsend and 
local political consultant Rich Schlackman 
were going to put out the mailer. Appar- 
ently, Ross also knew that some of the 
funding could be coming at the suggestion 
of Sacramento developer Gregg Lukenbill, 
who hoped the Giants would leave San 
Francisco, improving the likelihood of 
major league baseball coming to 
Sacramento. 

Ross called Sacramento developer 
Angelo Tsakopoulos, a partner of 
Lukenbill’s and a political patron to both 
Agnos and Ross, and told Tsakopoulos 
that Agnos was going to hit Lukenbill 
hard on the issue of interfering with San 


Francisco politics. 

Tsakopoulos was very happy to hear 
this news, and offered to match any 
amount of money Lukenbill may have 
put into the flier. And maybe just a little 
more. 

Tsakopoulos and Lukenbill may be 
partners, but that’s because Lukenbill 
needed an infusion of cash to finish his 
latest project and Tsakopoulos complied. 
Lukenbill owns a vast parcel of land in 
North Natomas, the next area of major 
development near Sacramento. 
Tsakopoulos is not a partner in the plan to 
develop the area, but would absolutely 
love to be. 

But let’s get back to the issue of 
Townsend’s involvement in printing up the 
flier. The primary focus of District 
Attorney Arlo Smith’s investigation has 
been Schlackman, implying that 
Townsend, local consultant Jack Davis 
and Lukenbill associate Maurice Read had 
little to do with the entire enterprise. 

If Townsend was setting up the printing, 
or trying to, that means his involvement is 
greater than previously indicated. Davis 
has said he did little more than set up the 
lunch meeting that initiated the plan, but 
he has recently been subpoenaed to testify 
before the grand jury. That means 
Schlackman may see the pressure on him 
subside. Townsend has already testified in 
front of the grand jury, as has 
Schlackman. Lukenbill testified on 
Monday. 

It is also interesting to note that 
Townsend is a campaign consultant to Ira 
Reiner, Smith’s opponent in the Demo- 
cratic primary for the attorney general’s 
race. 

Want to place a bet on the outcome of 
all these shenanigans? How about a couple 
of very wimpy indictments that never 
make it to trial? If there are any indict- 
ments at all. 

Yes, I will try to determine how much 
this cost the city and let you know the 
dollars and nonsense. 


Vandy does DiFi 

ATTORNEY GENERAL John Van de 
Kamp has been stepping up the abuse 
factor in his speeches, liberally pasting 
opponent Dianne Feinstein at each and 
every turn. 

Local observers are starting to compare 
Feinstein’s meteoric rise in the polls — and 
Van de Kamp’s corresponding slide — to a 
similar situation in 1987, when front- 
running mayoral candidate Jack Molinari 
was overtaken and eventually blown out 
by then-Assemblyman Agnos.

The Ortega interview nobody wanted

dl HAD THE scoop ofa lifetime. Everything came together 





as quick as lightning. But then, everything disappeared 
like a dream you can’t remember after waking up. 


My exclusive interview with Nicaraguan President Daniel 


Ortega was all set. All I needed was the go-ahead from the 
San Francisco television station where I work as an editor 
and photographer. But that approval never came. 

In fact, over several very frustrating days, I had my story 
rejected by most of the major local television news stations 
and several national and international networks as well. The 
message I received was clear: Nobody in the television news 
business had the guts to take on the Bush Administration and 
challenge the official line on the Nicaraguan election. 

I had busted ass to get the exclusive interview. My sources 
in the Sandinista government told me that Ortega wasn’t giv- 
ing interviews to the U.S. media, in part because of the hectic 
campaign schedule, and also because the only U.S. jour- 
nalists he trusted were Ted Koppel, Tom Brokaw and myself. 

Ortega’s willingness to talk with me was probably the re- 
sult of my two previous trips to Nicaragua, where I had inter- 
viewed Sandinista leaders. My stories criticized the Sandinis- 
tas for their treatment of the Miskito Indians, but I also did 
stories favorable to their policies. 

I walked into my editor’s office with an outline for a three- 
part series and the ratings sheets for the previous week. We 
were in the middle of the February sweeps, and trailing badly 
behind our chief competitor. Here is the gist of our conversa- 
tions about my ‘‘big scoop,”’ as nearly as I can recall them. 

“‘We’ve got the Nicaraguan head of state, whom President 
Reagan called a gun-running drug dealer,’’ I told him. ‘“‘And 
Ortega’s wife claims she’s a witch. Don’t you think people 
would be interested in that?”’ 

“Not necessarily,’’ he replied: 

Ireminded him there were 90,000 Nicaraguans living in the 
Bay Area. My editor still wasn’t convinced we should do any- 
thing more than a horse-race piece on the election. 

“Well, what is it exactly that’s bothering you about doing 
a profile?”’ 

“I don’t want to do anything that will help his chances of 
getting elected.”’ 

“‘He’s running for office in Managua, not California,”’ I 
said. 

“Yeah, I suppose that’s true. . . You say he’s not talking to 
any of the networks?”’ 

““No, he’s not. He’s campaigning 16 hours a day and 
hasn’t given a one-on-one interview in three weeks.’’ 

“‘And you think he’ll talk to you?”’ 

“I think so, yes. They know me. I told them this was a 
great opportunity for Ortega to tell his story in his own 
words.”’ 

“OK, but we have to interview the opposition candidates, 
too.” 

“No problem.”’ 

“OK, you get those interviews set up and we’ll send you.” 


week of February, the final days of the election cam- 
paign in Nicaragua and the end of February sweeps in 
the land of the rating wars. 

Besides a profile of Ortega, I planned to do an update of 
the La Penca bombing story, in which the Costa Rican at- 
torney general charged the CIA with being involved in the 
terrorist bombing that left three journalists dead. The other 
story on my list was about CIA/Contra drug running. There 
was an abundance of evidence available to support both of 
these stories, but they had received only minor play by the 
networks. 

But the story I most wanted to tell started in Washington. I 
wanted to show the pattern of ad hominem attacks made by 
top U.S. officials against Nicaraguan leaders during the last 
ten years, including charges of arming guerrillas, smuggling 
cocaine and murdering political opponents. None of the 
charges was ever substantiated and most of them were 
proven false. But the evidence disproving the lies and distor- 
tions had rarely made it to the front page of the New York 
Times or the ‘‘A”’ segment of network news shows. 

The purpose of this propaganda war was to convince the 
American people the Sandinistas were doing all sorts of nasty 
things. And the news media had played right along. 

A few days after my first discussion with my editor about 
the story, confirmation of the Ortega interview arrived. 
Then, suddenly, my station started to back out. 

My editor first said it wasn’t an exclusive interview, be- 
cause Finnish and British television were also going to inter- 
view Ortega. 

I told him it would still be a U.S. exclusive. 

“I’m concerned that you’re too personally invested in this 


S O WE planned a series of stories to air during the third 


story,”’ he said. 

I had heard this kind of bull before: ‘‘ax-grinder,’’ ‘‘ir- 
responsible’? — code words that meant I was guilty of the 
worst sin in journalism. I figured I might as well admit it. 

“OK, Ihave an opinion. So what? It doesn’t matter what | 
think,” I told him. ‘‘What matters is the truth. And it’s not 
being told.” 

“Your truth, you mean.”’ 

“Tt’s all in the record. And what isn’t, I’ll get on the 
record. You want to hear from the other side? Send me to 
Washington and I’ll interview Ollie North.”’ 

“He won’t talk to you. Listen. You’re just too close to the 
story.”’ 

“Tf I wasn’t close to this story you wouldn’t get within a 
hundred miles of Ortega.” 

He said he would think about it, but I could tell his mind 
was made up.-There would be no profile of Ortega, no story

In the following days I encountered skepticism and 
disinterest as I pitched my stories to all the local stations, net- 
works and tabloid news shows with the exception of 
Geraldo. 

“‘We can get an interview with Ortega any time we want,”’ 
said a CBS producer. 

“‘We don’t hire freelance producers,’ said a ABC 
producer. 

“This story seems really farfetched,’’ a NBC producer 
said. 

“Break the story somewhere else and then we’ll have you 
on to talk about it,’’ said a producer from the MacNeil- 
Lehrer Newshour. 

From the BBC I heard, ‘‘It’s a good story but not for us.” 
My favorite excuse came from Inside Edition, a tabloid 
show: 

“We really like the story but we just can’t fit it into our 
schedule before the sweeps end.”” 

Individually, each rejection seemed plausible, even 
reasonable. In retrospect, I don’t believe any of them. 

Nobody wanted to do the story about the White House’s 
disinformation campaign to influence public opinion in sup- 
port of its anti-Sandinista political agenda. Only one of the 
editors and producers I spoke with had any doubt that it was 
true. But they were reluctant to give Ortega a chance to tell 
his side of the story for fear of ‘advancing his political agen- 
da,”’ as my editor had said. They didn’t worry that they were 
advancing the administration’s political agenda by not giving 
both sides of the story. 

Clearly, the fear of being seen as propagandists for the 
Sandinistas was stronger than the commitment to balanced 
news reporting. 

Now that the “‘right side’ has won the presidency in 
Nicaragua, we’ll undoubtedly be hearing and seeing a lot 
more of the new president than we ever did of the old one.

GAY MATTERS

HERE’S NOTHING like appearing before 35 hostile 

critics and having one of them stand up and tell you 

your work is ‘‘reprehensible’’ to make you wonder if 
people understand what you’re doing. 

That was my thought after I spent one-and-a-half grueling 
hours recently being questioned by members of GLAAD, the 
Gay and Lesbian Alliance Against Defamation. The San 
Francisco chapter is part of a growing network of activist 
groups that say they’re fighting anti-gay images in the media. 
They’re too inclined to be censors for my taste, but that’s 
another story. 

They asked me to appear after I had written a contro- 
versial column called The Bitchies. In it I took a satirical 
swipe at nearly a dozen gay-community sacred cows. Some 
people were amused; others were outraged. 

When Zane Blaney, GLAAD co-chair, called to invite me 
to speak, I asked him if I was to be that night’s speaker or 
target. ‘‘A little bit of both,’’ Blaney said. 

And so I was. 

Without getting into the specifics of the discussion, I came 
out of that meeting with the realization that the Gay Matters 
column is one of the oddest ducks ever to quack across a 
printed page. And perhaps that was the source of some of the 
criticism I heard that night. 

First of all, almost no one in the nongay press has done this 
before — devote a column to coverage of gay and lesbian 
stuff. I say stuff because this paper has given me the freedom 
to cover just about any gay or lesbian topic I find worthy and 
to write it just about any way I want. 

In form, my columns are all over the map: opinion pieces, 
personal essays, analysis and quite often straightforward 
news and features. Sometimes, as with this week’s column, 
they switch from item to item. I take that approach because 
I’m dealing with a large scope of subjects —- everything from 
gay politics to gay culture to surviving in the age of AIDS. 

But the source of confusion probably comes from my in- 
consistency of voice. Sometimes I speak with a reporter’s 
neutral tone. Other times I use the commentator’s shaded 
speech. I have been alternately detached, skeptical, ironic, 
sarcastic, sympathetic and cynical. I believe that cacophony 
of voices serves a purpose. 

At the GLAAD meeting, one woman told me that as a 
gay writer working for a publication with a largely straight 
audience, I had a responsibility to write positively about the 
gay community. I disagree. J doa disservice to my readers if 
I wedge myself into the narrow role of advocate for the 
community. 

Instead, I believe I have a responsibility to write as 
genuinely as I can about the gay or lesbian experience. Some- 
times that means simply reporting on it. Other times it means 
commenting critically. Most of all it means telling the truth 
— as I see it. 





Rooney Tunes: That’s the headline the Feb. 27th Village 
Voice gave to the first commonsense piece I’ve seen about the 
Andy Rooney affair. Now that Rooney has returned to CBS, 
and those who still believe in First Amendment rights have to 
be glad of that, Ellen Willis’ essay is all the more germane. 

Since she expressed my sentiments better than I ever could, 
I'll let her do the opinionizing: 

“The short answer is no. CBS should not have suspended 
Andy Rooney. . .It’s an unconscionable, if unfortunately 
legal, abuse of power for a corporation to police what its 
employees say or do on their own time and in their own 
names. Even if he had expressed his abhorrence of homosex- 
uality or his vulgar social Darwinism on 60 Minutes, he is, 
after all, a commentator, supposedly there to contribute to a 
diversity of views, not a spokesperson for the network.’? 

Willis then proceeds to argue at length that when CBS in- 
voked the need to adhere to rules of ‘‘civil discourse” in sus- 
pending Rooney, it revealed that ‘‘the mission of the major 
TV networks is to keep the bounds of permissible debate as

narrow as possible, and define anyone outside them as an ex- 
tremist.’’ The kicker of course is, as Willis, points out, ‘‘the 
tules of ‘civil discourse’ affect the left as well as the right — 
more so, in fact, since the criteria for what ideas get to be con- 
sidered mainstream and therefore prima facie inoffensive, 
have shifted so sharply to the right in recent years. 

“«”,.Feminists, blacks and gays have too often directed 
their energies, not at exploding the claustrophobic limits of 
TV debate. . . but at changing the boundaries to marginalize 
cruder opponents.”’ 

Willis’ conclusion — to which censorious groups like 
GLAAD need to pay heed — is that “‘What we need is more

debate and more freedom for TV commentators, not less. 
What CBS should do, instead of suspending Rooney, is 
devote a segment of 60 Minutes to the controversy. Read 
Rooney’s letter to The Advocate on the air, penis, anus and 
all. Invite a member of [GLAAD] and the reporter who 
quoted Rooney’s alleged racist comments and let them argue 
with the man over what he said and what it all means.” 


The Britt watch: Supervisor Britt, local gaydom’s top 
banana, told some 20 gay leaders at a Feb. 22th gathering 
that he will support only one of the two major gay candidates 
running for supervisor this November. 

The winner of Britt’s queenmaking move: Democratic 
Party Chair Carole Migden. Left out in the cold: lesbian at- 
torney Roberta Achtenberg. 

Some of the gay leaders told Britt he was sowing division 
among gays, according to Catherine Cusic, who attended the 
meeting at the Langtry Inn on Steiner Street. Britt’s office 
refused comment. 

Cusic, who supports Achtenberg, said Britt alternately 
praised the lesbian attorney and heaped scorn on her candi- 
dacy. Britt argued that Mayor Art Agnos, who is backing 
Achtenberg, was using her to sabotage Migden, who Britt be- 
lieves is the only electable gay. 

“We can’t have straight people deciding who our gay candi- 
dates are,’’ Britt told the gay leaders, all of whom were execu- 
tive officers of the city’s three gay and lesbian demo clubs. 

In a brief phone interview, Achtenberg said, “‘I don’t 
believe Art Agnos is trying to tell gay people anything. He’s 
validating an alliance he has with me.’’ She said she based her 

, decision to run on the ‘‘excellent”’ race she ran in 1988 for the 
\ Assembly. She lost to John Burton. 
/ | She added that “I’m known and liked and that makes me 


| electable,’’ citing a recent poll by real-estate interests that she 


said showed she had higher name recognition than Migden. 

What Britt may really want is to force the mayor into mak- 
ing a deal. ‘‘Harry said if Art will endorse Carol, he would 
endorse Roberta,’’ Cusic said. 

Why is Britt so hyped on Migden? Gay insiders say Britt, 
always a reluctant and awkward politician, would like to bow 
out of electoral politics. Migden’s his ticket to leave. If Britt 
succeeds in annointing Migden as his successor, gay sources 
say he probably won’t run for re-election in 1992. ‘‘Harry is 
worried about his legacy,”’ says one gay insider. ‘‘Carol’s his 
legacy.””

EXT WEEK thousands of 

San Francisco parents will be 

anxiously searching through 

their mail for the school dis- 

trict’s answers to their Op- 
tional Enrollment Requests — applica- 
tions to send a child to a school other 
than the one assigned by address. To 
many, like the parents cited above, the 
stakes seem very high. But only a little 
more than half the letters will bring 
good news. 

School choice — allowing parents to 
choose among public schools — is in- 
creasingly touted as a strategy for im- 
proving education. Politicians from 
President George Bush to California 
Superintendent of Schools William 
Honig have endorsed the idea; three 
bills now in the state Legislature call for 
some form of school choice (see side- 
bar). If parents can choose schools, the 
argument goes, schools will have to im- 
prove to compete for students. 

In San Francisco, school choice has 
been an option for parents for years. 
Fully one-third of the students attend 
schools their parents have chosen. But 
here, school choice has never worked as 
a force for improving schools. There’s 
no incentive for schools to compete for 
students. Instead, it is the parents who 
compete against each other, sometimes 
desperately, to get their children places 
in the system’s limited number of good 
schools — and to keep them out of the 
bad ones. 

School choice in San Francisco has 
helped foster a ‘‘two-tier system,”’ as

school board member Libby Denebeim 
calls it. Middle-class parents have been 
more successful in getting their children 
into the district’s better schools (see 
sidebar), leaving most students, especi- 
ally the ones with fewest advantages to 
begin with, in the rest. 

That’s why Superintendent Ramon 
Cortines has de-emphasized choice 
since he arrived in 1986. ‘‘I support 
choice,’’ he says, ‘‘but not as a method 
of reform.”’ 

“‘Cortines resents the drain of 
families, teachers and resources to the 
‘better’ schools,’’ said one district staff 
member. 

The superintendent has committed 
himself to a more democratic — 
and more difficult — way of winning 
the public’s confidence: improving the 
quality of education in all the schools. 
A surprisingly wide range of parents 
and district staff people say he’s really 
beginning to doit. But some schools are 
still a lot better than others — so many 
parents are still scrambling to get their 
kids in the good schools. 


HOICE IN San Francisco — 


public schools has _tradi- 

tionally been geared mainly 

to keeping students from 

more privileged families in 
public schools. If they had some op- 
tions within the public schools, the dis- 
trict figured, they wouldn’t flee to 
private ones. 

That was the main reason, said 
Denebeim, that the district first created 
alternative schools in the ’70s, in the 
context of the city’s court-ordered 
desegregation plan. In San Francisco 
and across the country, the sweeping 
desegregation plans of the ’70s were 
breaking the ties between neighbor- 
hood and school. Many middle-class 
parents were scared — they didn’t want 
their children in the inferior schools 
that poor kids were often stuck in. 


San Francisco’s alternative schools 
were created to give parents another 
choice. No students are assigned to 
them; they are filled only by request. 
Each of the 22 alternative schools is 
supposed to offer a distinctive educa- 
tional program. But they also attract 
parents just because of their reputation 
as good schools. 








Allowing parents to request transfers 
to the good schools prevented some 
white flight, but also perpetuated some 
of the inequity that desegregation was 
supposed to end. 

Ethnic community leaders are some- 
times bitter about what they see as 
special privileges given to middle class 
families to prevent white flight. By 


Who chooses what? 


HEN PARENTS and 
educators talk about 


school choice in San Fran- 


cisco, the discussion usually focuses 
on parents’ efforts to escape from 
unacceptable neighborhood 
schools to alternative schools. But 
that’s only part of the story. An 
analysis of school district figures on 
optional enrollment requests for 
1989-90 shows that parents re- 
quested a wide range of schools, ~ 
variety of reasons:

N PAPER, the Alvarado 

School in Noe Valley looks 

like the kind a middle-class 
parent might try to avoid: Three- 
quarters of the students’ test scores 
are in the bottom half for the coun- 
try. And, in fact, many parents in 
the Alvarado assignment area do re- 
quest other schools. Those requests 
are disproportionately from white 
families; the school is 43 percent 
Hispanic and 29 percent black. 

But increasing numbers of Noe 
Valley families are sending their 
children to Alvarado, attracted 
partly by some extra programs paid 
for by state desegregation funds, 
but mostly by the school’s strong 
educational philosophy and 
methods. In her kindergarten class 
at Alvarado School in Noe Valley, 
Naney Crown says, “‘I use a 
thematic approach. For example, 
now we’re doing a unit on space and 
the space shuttle. And the cur- 
riculum is all tied to that — math, 
letters, art, science, language, story- 
telling. Kids contribute what they 
know. I have a very wide range of 
Kids, including children from some 
deprived homes, but we’ve done an 
incredible number of things this 
year. Their probiems didn’t hold 
the other kids back,”’ 

Organizing elementary-school 
teaching around topics — space, 
farming, oceans, whatever — con- 
trasts with the traditional cur- 
riculum based on language and 
math skills. When learning is fo- 
cused on skills, students end up 
ranked and separated on the basis of 
how well they read or do arithmetic. 
This makes it hard to meet all 
students’ needs in classrooms that 
include children with a wide range 
of skill levels. 

But ‘fan activity-directed en- 
vironment,”’ said Alvarado Prin- 
cipal Rose Barragan, “‘gives chil- 
dren from a mix of families, in- 
cluding those with less linear and 
more holistic learning patterns, an 
opportunity to expand, to develop 
and learn from their own ex- 
periences.”’ Bee 

Barragan acknowledges that 
some parents ‘‘get discouraged be- 
cause their children’s classrooms 
are not homogeneous. But I tell 
them, ‘neither is the city. Neither is 
life.’ The parents who have commit- 
ted to Alvarado think this impor- 
tant. Our parents are devoted to 
what we’re doing here.””

maintaining an oasis of good schools, 
some say, the school system accepts a 
lower educational standard for every- 
one else. 

: But in San Francisco, school choice 
is not just a way tO appease demanding 
middle-class parents. First, parents use 
transfer requests for a variety of 
reasons, and requests are made for a 
wide range of regular as well as alter- 
native schools (see sidebar). And many 
parents — by no means just middle 
class — often have legitimate reasons 
for wanting their children out of certain 
schools. 

A school district employee who asked 
not to be named told of a parent who 
was desperate to avoid the middle 
school to which his son had been as- 
signed. Upon learning what school it

was, “‘I didn’t really blame him,’’ the 
employee commented. 

Jill Wynn, president of the Parents 
Lobby (generally regarded as repre- 
senting middle-class parents), said, 
“There are some schools where the 
educational standards are just not ac- 
ceptable. That’s why people have felt 
this compulsion to get their children in- 
to certain schools.” 

Another parent who did not want 
her name used was more blunt. ‘‘Some 
of the neighborhood schools are really, 
really bad,”’ she said. ‘I know a family 
that sent their child to their local school 
for one year. When they got her into 
Lakeshore [an alternative school] it 
took her three years to catch up. In the 
neighborhood school, the teachers just 
weren’t good — and they kept having 
substitutes. Most of the children didn’t 
speak English and they didn’t deal with 
that. In my own local school, my son 
had 20 substitutes his first year — in 
kindergarten.” 

Despite school-choice theories, San 
Francisco’s system of choice has done 
nothing to improve substandard 
schools, even though parents request to 
leave them in droves. The most desir- 
able schools have room for only some 
students — the rest are kept in schools 
where they are assigned. Transfer re- 
quests are also denied to maintain 
ethnic balance or class size in neighbor- 
hood schools. Since schools don’t have 
to compete for students, there’s no 
“‘marketplace”’ incentive to improve. 

And with a limited amount of space 
in the ‘‘good schools,’’ the district has 
been able to fill only about 55 percent 
of the requests. ‘‘It leads to a lot of 
frustration for the parents,” said 
Cohen. So flight to private schools con- 
tinues. 

“It’s a major pattern,’’ said 
Denebeim. ““No one knows how many 
there are.’ 


HORTLY AFTER Superin- 
tendent Cortines arrived on 
the scene in 1986, he tried to 
counter the elite bias in 
school choice. Until 1987, the 
district used a first-come, first-served 
system that built in a hefty bias toward 
more privileged parents, who were able 
to wait in line — sometimes for days — 
for places in the schools with the best 
reputations (see sidebar). When 
Cortines introduced a computer- 


lottery selection system, less privileged 
families began having more success 
when they requested transfers — and 
more middle-class families were turned 
down. 

But the superintendent’s main strat- 
egy is to try to improve the quality of all 
the schools. ‘‘The regular schools,’’ 
Cortines pointed out, ‘‘will always be 
where the majority of kids go.”’ 

“When I arrived,’’ he told the Bay 
Guardian, ‘‘there were the ‘good 
schools’ and the ‘bad schools.” Now 
there are schools all over the city that 
were once labeled bad schools that are 
showing academic improvement.’’ 

When Cortines began as superinten- 
dent, some middle schools lacked 
foreign language classes and gifted- 
and-talented-education programs. 
Now every middle school offers these 
programs. Every high school now has 
advanced placement classes, and all 
sent at least some students to top col- 
leges last year. 

“The bottom has been pulled up 
significantly,’’ Wynn said. ‘‘Some of 
that is due to the superintendent — his 
personal enthusiasm, the standards he 
sets, the way he talks and works with 
principals and teachers.” 

In addition to Cortines’ leadership, 
state desegregation funds have been 
used to create new alternative schools 
designed to attract an ethnic mix of stu- 
dents, and to enrich the programs of 
regular schools. 

District policy is now to emphasize 
what’s good in regular schools, as op- 
posed to showcasing - alternative 
schools. “‘There are lots of good neigh- 
borhood schools — wonderful teachers 
everywhere and exciting things hap- 
pening in all the schools. That does get 
overlooked,”’ said one teacher. 

Cortines said it is the districtwide 
improvement in quality that.is drawing 
families back from private schools. But 
knowledgeable parents question his op- 
timism. 

“If they’re coming back,”’ Jill Wynn 
speculated, ‘‘it’s because of economic 
pressure — they can’t afford private 
school. People at the upper end of the 
scale are choosing private school more, 
because of the computer-selection sys- 
tem. A lot of parents now say it’s not 
worth it to try public school.’’ 

Despite the recent improvements, 
for many parents, there are still the 
“‘good schools’? and the ‘‘bad 
schools.” 

Many parents and activists in the 
city’s low income ethnic community 
say too many of their children are end- 
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ing up in the ‘‘bad schools,”’ schools 
that don’t meet their needs. They point 
to the high drop-out rate, but add that 
many average students just aren’t get- 
ting a high-quality, challenging educa- 
tion. 

Carlos Nolasco is the director of the 
Mission Reading Clinic, which pro- 
vides a variety of educational services 
for people who are falling through the 
cracks of the school system. ‘‘The real 
issue,”’ he said, ‘‘is that not all students 
are getting a fair shake from the educa- 
tional system. A lot of young people are 
getting wasted by the system, put on the 
side.”’ 

_ Most parents who seek help from the 
Mission Reading Clinic, he said, don’t 
see transfers from school to school as a 
solution. Some are not even aware they

have that option, many are stymied by 
the bureaucratic forms and proce- 
dures. But beyond these practical dif- 
ficulties, Nolasco said, many of the 
problems, like a lack of sensitivity to 
other people’s cultures, are districtwide 
— they can’t be escaped by moving 
from school to school. 

LeVaughn King, who also works at 
the reading clinic, helped initiate a 
grassroots, predominantly black group 
called Parents of Concern. Some black 
parents, she said, are glad to have the

One black parent, King said, en- 
rolled her child in first grade at one of 
the city’s most highly regarded alter- 
native schools, ‘‘It had very high expec- 
tations, a heavy load of homework. 
She felt they were really pushing the 
kids, passing judgment on them.” 
Soon the parent was invited to meetings 
to talk about why her son wasn’t per- 
forming better. ‘‘They gave the parent 
the feeling, ‘You’re bringing our school 
down.’ ”’ 

The story actualy has a happy end- 
ing, in a way. The family moved to a 
suburb and sent the child to the neigh- 
borhood public school, where he is now 
near the top of his class. 


UNNING AN urban school 
system these days is a tall 
order, a balancing act among 
many students’ varied educa- 
tional needs. The only real 
solution is to go for broke: to raise the 
quality of all the schools enough so they 
will meet high educational standards. 
Cortines, to his credit, has committed 
himself to that strategy, while many 
people look at U.S. urban education 
today and doubt that it’s even possible. 

Can schools combine children from 
widely different backgrounds and meet 
all their educational needs well? Can 
children of college-educated parents, 
fresh from well-run preschools, learn 
all they can in a kindergarten they share 
with children from poverty-stricken 
families, or children who don’t know 
their letters? 

The results of experience and re- 
search are conclusive: It certainly can be 
done, and in many of San Francisco’s 
classrooms, it’s being done right now 
(see sidebar). 

The hard part is not designing effec- 
tive teaching methods. The hard part is 
implementing them districtwide, in a 
system hampered by traditional rigid 
school structures, political infighting 
and funding shortages. 

As many parents anxiously wait this 
week to see if their children got into the 
schools of their choice, it’s clear that 
the district has along way to go. a 


job of informing parents 
about the request procedure or 
about the particular schools they 
might choose. Parents are en- 
couraged to visit and observe 
schools, but for many it’s difficult 
to take time from work to go, 
Parents who know the ropes can dig 
out the information — some even 
calculate which schools they have

The recent elections have given Nicaragua anew hand to play, 
but the U.S. still holds all the aces

MANAGUA, NICARAGUA 


HE AIRPORT’S where the 

action is now. The nation’s 

small van fleet, sorely over- 

stressed for weeks, is busy 

ferrying loads of TV equip- 
ment and flocks of official and unof- 
ficial election observers on their way 
out of the Third World’s discomforts 
and chaos. 

The unofficial observers, most of 
them from “‘solidarity’’ delegations, 
are clearly distinguishable in their 
head-to-heels Sandinista regalia. 
There’s something drooped about their 
red and black colors, like the scarves of 
autumn after a losing football game. 
Only the most optimistic among them 
seem to think they’ll be here to wave 
their bandannas and pennants in the air 
again. Only the most naive among 
them aren’t wondering if the guy 
handling their bags, still wearing his 
“Daniel!’’ baseball cap, actually voted 
for UNO. 

Nicaragua’s notorious administra- 
tive inefficiency achieves a crescendo at 
the airport; it takes hours to get into the 
country, and hours to get out. In their 
enthusiasm for what they thought was 
about to happen, nobody seemed to 
mind then. In their confusion about 
what actually did happen, nobody 
seems to mind now. 

The person checking your passport 
has other things on her mind. The gov- 
ernment ‘has just doubled her salary, 
for the last two months of its reign — 
but they’ve also warned her to save it, 
because, as a Sandinista militant, she 
may get fired when UNO takes office, 
despite civil service protection. San- 
dinista leadership has been spreading 
the word: Remember, we, the workers, 


run this country. UNO can try to roll 
back the revolution, but we’ll resist 
them at every turn. If they get too 
pushy about it, we can shut Nicaragua 
down. 

It’s especially hard to know what’s 
going on here because what’s going on 
here is really determined by what’s go- 
ing on somewhere else. As it has had to 
so consistently in the past, Nicaragua 
must once again consider its future as 
molded less from here than from afar, 
in Washington. 

Given the sudden gift of an unex- 
pected electoral victory by the UNO 
coalition it created and financed, the 
U.S. government is now faced with a 
cold reality. This country has been 
brought to its knees economically by 
the Reagan-Bush ‘‘Make ’em cry un- 
cle!’’ strategy. UNO’s only chance of 
retaining short- or long-term credibility 
with the electorate is to deliver better 
lives, quickly, to reinforce its campaign 
slogan: ‘“‘They Had Ten Years and 
Couldn’t.. . Yes, UNO Can!”’ 

Beyond the immediate shock and 
suspicion at their defeat, the San- 
dinistas are rising up strong. Daniel 
Ortega has drawn upon his seemingly 
infinite spiritual reserve to deliver a 
series of deeply moving speeches. First, 
to the nation on radio and TV; then to 
thousands of Sandinista militants 
spontaneously gathered outside a party 
meeting; then to mie solidari- 
ty workers. 

Ortega’s message is simple: We think 
the people made a mistake, but the peo- 
ple are sovereign. Let UNO try to rule 
for a while, they’ll see how much fun it 
is begging for money around the world 
to repair the ruin they helped to create. 
There’s no doubt we’ll be back in 
power, because we’re going to return 
to the masses, and relearn how to lead 


them desde abajo, from below. The 
gains of the revolution are irreversi- 
ble. The people won’t let them be 
taken away. 


OW FAST AND and how far 

UNO will try to take them 

away is a major question. 

Suddenly, it’s necessary to 

pay attention to the seeming- 
ly academic theories of UNO’s Fran- 
cisco Mayorga, the Yale-trained free 
market economist whose Ph.D. 
theories will now run up hard against 
the flesh and blood of everyday prac- 
tice. (During the campaign, he prom- 
ised to end inflation — now at around 
1,800 percent a year, a vast improve- 
ment over the 36,000 percent in 1988 — 
in two weeks, and turn the economy 
around in a few months.) 

The way the game will be played is 
becoming obvious. UNO will say that it 
will make things better by privatizing 
the economy — selling off state re- 
sources, including banks and agricul- 
ture to entrepreneurs who will make 
them productive. The Sandinistas will 
say that UNO is giving away the 
nation’s wealth and the people 
shouldn’t stand for it. And the State 
Department, backed up by such major 
media as will bother to pay attention, 
will forget the Sandinistas’ remarkable 
electoralism, and say that Ortega and 
his gang are really an unreformed gang 
of totalitarians, bent on sabotaging 
democracy. 

But what will the people say? Most- 
ly, it will depend on the price of rice, 
beans and tortillas. And whether young 
men are still being called upon to die in 
military service. These two issues — the 
economy and the draft — sunk the San- 
dinistas. They can sink UNO, too, 
though in a different way. 


The military is a tricky issue. Clearly, 
the nation is war-weary. Clearly, UNO 
has an easy mandate to end the Contra 
war, and should have little trouble doing 
it since many of its leaders helped start it. 
And the Contras supported UNO. 

But an effort by UNO, or what’s left 
of the Contra command, to take over 
the heavily partisan Sandinista mil- 
itary-police structure could lead to im- 
mediate civil war. Which would im- 
mediately become an_ international 
war, as the Bush administration in- 
tervenes to protect ‘“‘democracy.”’ 

Here, again, the ball is in George 
Bush’s court. His covert-overt warriors 
will have a hard time conceiving of a 
Nicaragua whose military is Sandinista 
to the core, and whose loyalty to its 
commander-in-chief and civilian 
ministers is highly suspect when it 
comes to kicking peasants off land or 
repressing strikes. 

That kind of indoctrinated military 
is OK in Chile or El Salvador, where it 
does what U.S. policy dictates, but is 
not likely to be acceptable to U.S. in- 
terests, as represented by factions of 
UNO, here. Once the CIA and its 
Agency for International Development 
accomplices start flooding into the 
newly reinvigorated U.S. embassy, the 
game will start to get serious. 

Whether it will go as far as the 
Guatemala-El Salvador model, where 
death squads roam with impunity, is 
something to think about. Relatively 
minor acts of violence continue to oc- 
cur daily in Nicaragua — the United 
Nations observer team reported 67 
deaths during the ‘‘peaceful, dem- 
ocratic’’ elections and the immediate 
post-electoral period produced several 
more. These acts do not seem to have 
been institutionalized — any sign that 
they are becoming so, perhaps under 
command of unrepentant Contras, will 
set the country on fire. 

Much of how this question plays out 
depends on how UNO develops as a 
governing body. The betting here — 
one should, of course, remember that 
the bettors are the same as those who 
brought you the Sandinistas’ over- 
whelming victory — is that UNO will 
decompose after a few months, at best. 
Its 14 member groups have nothing in 
common except mutual political expe- 
diency, and many of its leaders have an 
antipathy for each other bordering on 
hatred. Opportunism and the ability to 
split up a huge pile of U.S. cash are all 
that seems to have kept them together 
so far. 

An early test will come in the Na- 
tional Assembly, where UNO will have 
a majority, but not the 60 or 65 per cent 
necessary to change constitutional pro- 
visions. (What is, or is not, changeable 
by legislation rather than amendment 
to the 1987 constitution will be decided 
by Nicaragua’s supreme court, which, 
under the same constitution, is under 
Sandinista control until 1993.) 

Matters of extreme emotional im- 
pact are likely to come before the 
assembly not long after UNO takes 
over, unless struggles among Violeta 
Chamorro’s advisers get out of hand, 
which they may be doing already. As 
you read this, UNO is trying to name a 
cabinet to run the government. 


OST SINISTER in 
Chamorro’s divided camp 
is her demagogic vice pres- 
ident, Virgilio Godoy, for 
whom the words ‘“‘blind 
ambition’’ would seem to have been in- 
vented. Slightly behind him is Alfredo 
Cesar, former bag man for the Con- 
tras, with a heavy record of involve- 
ment with U.S. congressional and intel- 
ligence agencies. And then there’s her 
son-in-law, Antonio Lacayo, reported 
to be her principal guru, along with her 
son who edits the family (U.S.-subsi- 
dized) newspaper, La Prensa. 
Meanwhile, we at the airport con- 
tinue to stand in line. Our irritating 
concerns — lost luggage, missing 
though reconfirmed reservations, yet 





another paper to fill out — are worlds 
away from the rhythms of agricultural 
labor that rule the lives of this land. Or 
the struggle for survival in decompos- 
ing Managua, where so many have fled 
in hopes of excitement, opportunity or 
just survival. 

Nicaragua’s people have proved a 
mystery to us, and to themselves, once 
they were involved in the 30-second 
ritual we all came to observe, and 
thought we knew so well. a

their heads and still 40 percent voted 
for him “‘with hunger and dignity. 
The new government: Ortega 
does not foresee a coalition govern- 
ment, but believes the major parties 
will share power. The FSLN (San- 
dinistas) will cooperate for the sake 
of Nicaragua, but if UNO tries to 
take away fundamental gains, the 
Sandinistas will fight them. The 
Sandinistas have 38 seats and are the 
strongest party. They got more than 
40 percent of the vote. The strongest 
party in the UNO coalition ac- 
counted for less than 18 percent. 
The economy: UNO has claimed it 
will improve the economy within 30 
days. Ortega doesn’t believe UNO 
can accomplish that and the San- 
dinistas are considering erecting a 
large billboard to show how many 
of the 30 days she has left. He does 
believe UNO will be able to do a bet- 
ter job of ending the war and the 
embargo, but he doesn’t believe 
that will solve the economic prob- 
lems. The supermarkets will be full 
but no one will be able to buy the 
goods. 
The fate of the army: UNO de- 
pends on the Sandinista army and 
police to maintain the peace and 
provide protection. The army and 
the police will continue to be led by 
Sandinistas. The army will become 
more independent. It has its own 
personality, a Sandinista personali- 





ty. 

U.S. relations: It is up to Bush to 
improve conditions. Bush said he 
will end the trade embargo, but still 
wants more humanitarian aid for 
the Contras. Ortega thinks Bush 
was surprised by the loss. Bush has 
written a very conciliatory letter, 
but he had to write them a friendly 
letter because they are all armed. 
Even the farm workers have guns. 

The future: He is looking forward 
to being the opposition, to “ruling 
from the bottom.’” Now the San- 

dinistas can support the workers’ 

right to strike and demand better 
wages. He sees the election as an in- 
teresting change, another challenge. 
“We've suffered worse defeats. 
Things were worse after Fonseca 
was killed. - We will come back,

TREBLE IN MIND 


Bay Area music classes offer adults the joys of song, society and self-enrichment

HE ORCHESTRA’S 

rehearsal room, a dusty, 

hardwood-floored audi- 

torium occupied by 

clusters of music stands 
and a pair of grand pianos, looks likea 
set from Fame. Occasionally, notes of 
music float down the halls to the drafty 
room. Loose sheet music lies scattered 
about on the tables. But if the Com- 
munity Music Center’s Capp St. audi- 
torium were that movie’s set, the play- 
ers, who straggle in dressed in jeans and 
sneakers to set up their instruments, 
would have to be the Fame characters’ 
parents. 

The orchestra members who have 
come to rehearse this Saturday after- 
noon make up part of the center’s stu- 
dent body, working adults whose level 
of skill after years of private lessons or 
classes allows them to play classical 
music — big stuff, like Bach and 
Beethoven — in a genuine ensemble. 
These people, and thousands like them 
in the Bay Area, started or continued 
their education in music as adults, and 
now have a great deal of satisfaction to 
show for it. But whether or not they can 
recite grand philosophical reasons for 
taking up music, whether they can read 
music or simply play by ear, whether 
they care if they ever ‘‘do anything’ 
with their skill, all these amateurs love 
to play. They do it for themselves. 

Cellist Marjorie Beggs has been tak- 
ing lessons at the center for roughly 
four years, a habit she helps pay for 
through work-scholarship. ‘‘My title is 
orchestra manager,’’ she explains. 
“But what I really am is orchestra 
mother.”’ 

What she really does full-time is 
journalism: She’s a Bay Area writer 
who first turned to music 17 years ago, 


taking lessons ‘“‘to have something 
aside from the kids and the house. I’ve 
heard other women say the same thing. 
Of course, the real reason is that it’s 
just fun to make music. It keeps you 
young, I guess.”’ 

CMC saxophone, flute and clarinet 
instructor Ken Rosen says his students’ 
have widely varied reasons for taking 
up (or returning to) music. Some do it 
just to have a side interest in life, to 
brighten their leisure hours. Some 
studied music as children, and want to 
come back to it. But some, he con- 
tinues, do it to “‘get in touch with art’’ 
— at least theoretically. 

“*(Music] was thought of as a necessi- 
ty in the Hellenistic idea of education, 
as far a society staying in touch with its 
humanness,”’ he explains. ‘‘We can use 
it in dealing with our problems, to take 
a really polarized society and find a 
social fabric. What it can do for a socie- 
ty is worth its weight in gold. People 
should open the doors; the older you 
get, the easier it is to get cut off — es- 
pecially in a city. Cut off and cut out.’’ 

One of Rosen’s jazz saxophone 
students, a 30-year-old San Francisco 
waiter named Jose Carrasco, knows ex- 
actly what Rosen’s talking about. ‘‘I 
hardly ever listened to jazz before. I 
said damn, all these years all that stuff 
went right over my head. It’s really a 
fun way to learn history. Jazz music has 
a whole history and mystique to it.’ 


- When he reads about his models, ‘‘orig- 


inal cats’’ like Billie Holiday and Son- 
ny Rollins, Carrasco reads about the 
times they lived in as well. 

But the desire to learn a new skill and 
the capacity to do so are often two dif- 
ferent things. Happily, many adults 
who take music lessons prove the old 
adage that you can’t teach an old dog 
new tricks is wrong, or at least 
exaggerated. Kids might take to learn- 


ing easier, but adults often try harder. 

Beggs, whose teenage daughter plays 
bass in a rock band, finds it fairly 
easy to learn as an adult. ‘“‘You don’t 
have a mother or father standing over 
you, saying ‘practice, practice.’ Youdo 
it because you want to get better, not 
because you’re told to.”’ 

Jaqueline Chew, a piano instructor 
at the San Francisco Conservatory of 
Music, points out that kids learn by in- 
tuition: “‘I can’t explain things to them, 
I just show them. The adults under- 
stand better when I explain the music.”’ 
However, that need for a concrete 
structure can be an adult student’s un- 
doing. They find that when they try to 
organize the sounds they make into the 
musical explanation of written music, 
they bite off more than they care to 
chew. 

Like any music teacher, Rosen loses 
some of his students after two or three 
sessions — some of them just can’t get 
into it. ‘‘But some, when they catch 
fire, you’ve got them for years.’ 
“‘Sometimes kids are more motivated, 
they’re in a period of their life when 
they’re used to discipline — they’re in 
school already,”” he adds. ‘‘Adults’ 
lives are more complex; a lot of times 
they have more trouble centering than 
the kids. But it’s totally an individual 
thing, and that should be encouraging 
for adults. There are innate things in 
life, and once you tap them, you never 
know.” And at present, fully half of 
the center’s 660 students are 21 years 
old or older. 

An adult’s ability to learn music 
often depends on the teaching method 
used and on the type of music they’re 
interested in learning. For instance, 
learning to read music may be neces- 
sary for some types of music, like 
classical, and less important for others, 
like rock and folk. Music students can 


still benefit from their lessons even if 
they loathe the thought of actually 
learning to read again, to interpret the 
foreign language of notes and clef 
marks and turn them into music. 

For instance, Rosen’s student Car- 
rasco reads very little music (which 
Rosen regards as a major obstacle), yet 
they’re able to carry on quite well. Car- 
rasco’s main method of learning in- 
volves ‘‘transcribing,’’ where the stu- 
dent listens to his favorite players and 
makes simple notations of the music, so 
he can attempt to mimic it. This way, a 
novice can try to get down a “‘vocabu- 
lary’’ of “‘licks,”’ or how to accent — or 
manipulate — the notes for that jazz 
feel. 

While jazz is a fluid style of music, 
and individualism is an important part 
of good jazz, classical music is more 
structured. As a classical cellist, Beggs 
believes sight-reading is essential to 
learning music. ‘‘My daughter [the 
rock bassist] is learning it too, and she 
really appreciates it. I mean, she can 
play lots of riffs, or whatever the hell 
they call those things, and she can im- 
provise. But reading really develops a 
whole level of understanding.”’ 

Still, many folk and rock music 
teachers avoid teaching sight-reading. 
“T mostly don’t teach people to read 
music,’’ says Judi Friedman, a teacher 
at The Fifth String in San Francisco. ‘‘I 
teach in what is the folk tradition, tome 
— through songs. It’s understanding 
music theory in the context of a song 
they’re already familiar with. To have 
technique and music theory grow along 
with a repertoire of songs they really 
want to play.” 

Beginners facing the sea of music in- 
struction in the Bay Area have a choice of

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methods through which to learn, and 
should look for instructors who spec- 
ialize in the style best suited to them. 
(For a list of some area music schools, 
prices and styles, see sidebar.) While 
some instructors use well-known cur- 
ricula — books like Shearer’s 
Classical Guitar Technique or 
bluegrass ‘‘founder’’? Earl Scruggs’ 
three-finger flat-picking style — most 
rock, jazz and folk instructors develop 
their own schedule based on the stu- 
dent’s skills and needs. 

One popular method, the Suzuki 
technique, requires the student to listen 
at first rather than study written music. 
According to Merna Thomas, head of 
the Holy Names College Music Depart- 
ment, while the system was developed 
for children, it also helps adults to learn 
at a rapid rate. 

Mark Browning, a 38-year-old doc- 
tor based in Oakland, started taking 
Suzuki-technique piano lessons with 
his wife at Holy Names about a year 
ago. He listens to tapes of music while 
lounging at home or driving his car. 

“You have it in its exact form in your 
memory, in your subconscious,’’ he ex- 
plains. While some critics say students 
of Suzuki don’t learn the notes, and 
can’t have much knowledge of the 
music, Browning says he and his wife 
study written music on the side. 

“Well, there are things we can’t 
read. We might be alittle bit slow to say 
what it is, but we can find it on the 
piano. I think I’ve learned more about 
the relationships between hand and 
piano.” 

In addition to choosing what kind of 
music they want to play and whether 
they want to learn to read music to do 
it, beginning students must decide be- 
tween music classes and individual in- 
struction. The CMC and several area 
colleges offer both, as well as 
workshops in various musical styles. 
Rosen calls the result of such variety in 
one venue a “‘musical scene,”’ and com- 
ments that such a scene spawns a kind 
of camaraderie among the teachers and 
students as they work together. 

Some students may be lost or un- 
comfortable in a large class, and need 
the one-to-one experience of private 
lessons. Browning speaks highly of in- 
dividual instruction. When he and his 
wife first started piano, they joined a 
30-student class, but soon found that 
the teacher moved too fast for some 
students because their levels of talent 
varied. 

“Now our teacher always knows 
where we are in our development, ex- 
actly where we might be having any dif- 
ficulty,’” Browning said. ‘“‘We can 
always ask him directly — no matter 
how infantile our questions — about 
any technical aspect of the music.” 


UT INDIVIDUAL instruc- 
tion isn’t for everyone, and 
while beginners can get lost in 
larger classes, smaller ones 
can make students learn by 
working together. At the San Francisco 
Conservatory of Music extension pro- 
gram, Rosen’s ‘‘musical scene’’ occurs 
for adults in small night classes, like the 
eight-student, four-piano and one- 
teacher arrangement for the beginning 
piano classes. 
Adults may find that going back into 
a teacher-student relationship makes 
them uneasy, but in a small class the 
teacher can give each student individual 
attention, while the social environment 
may strip away his or her nervousness. 
Jaqueline Chew’s beginning class, 
for instance, brings back ominous 
memories of early schooling, at first. 
But once the students relax a bit, the 
class can be something of a support 
group. 
“In the very first year, they learn 
such basic skills that they can do it 


together,’? Chew says. ‘“‘There’s a 
camaraderie there; they support each 
other. Sometimes they see others excel, 
and they’re pushed along themselves.”’ 

These beginning music students, like 
many at colleges, community music 
centers and music stores throughout 
the Bay Area, have access to more 
social interaction through workshops 
and recitals as they develop their skill. 
Chew’s students, clapping a beat for 
the first time to the simple music she 
writes on the blackboard, are gaining 
or regaining a consuming hobby. It

BREAKING THE MOLD 


Native American sculptor Roxanne Swentzell straddles 
two cultures with her emotionally expressive works

HE JOURNEY from San- 

ta Fe, New Mexico, to the 

Santa Clara Pueblo Indian 

reservation is a jolt back 

through time. First you 
pass Santa Fe’s historic central plaza, 
now a gussied-up tourist bazaar of 
adobe luxury hotels, swank art galleries 
and boutiques. (If you want a $2,000 
squash-blossom turquoise necklace or 
a lone-Indian-on-horseback painting, 
this is where to find it.) Then you hit the 
city outskirts, where shopping malls 
and housing developments are spring- 
ing up fast in a new burst of urban 
sprawl. 

Finally you land on Highway 84 
north. The ancient desert landscape, 
freckled with juniper trees and clumps 
of sagebrush, reasserts itself. The 
horizon opens up around you. In the 
crisp winter air the contours of distant 
mountains and the big frothy clouds 
look close, immediate. It’s as if you 
could touch them with your out- 
stretched fingers. 

I became familiar with this beautiful 
stretch of road just recently. I was on 
my way to visit Roxanne Swentzell, a 
highly regarded young Pueblo Indian 
sculptor whose clay figures are startling 
mirrors of human expressiveness. 
Swentzell’s work has been exhibited in 
New Mexico, Montana and New York, 
and has been added to the permanent 
collection of the Heard Museum in 
Phoenix, Arizona. From March 9th 
through 25th, she will have her first 
solo West Coast show at the Gatehouse 
in Fort Mason Center. 

The exhibit of a dozen of sculptures 
is being hosted by a local activist and 
Indian art collector, Lee Swenson. It 
was Swenson who sponsored my visit 
with Swentzell. I was eager to meet her 
and find out how, like many Native 
American artists, she straddles two 
cultures, keeping a balance between 
them. 

The daughter of a Pueblo mother 
and an Anglo-European father, Swent- 
zell grew up in Santa Fe, but now 
' makes her home on ancestral land in 
Santa Clara. She sculpts in an ancient 
Pueblo coil-building technique, par- 
ticipates in her clan’s ritual dances and 
often draws on Pueblo myths for in- 
spiration. 


But her uncompromising sculpture 
defies easy categorization. It certainly 
doesn’t fit under the rubric of tradi- 
tional Native American pottery, nor 
does it belong in the highly commercial 
“romantic’”’ school of modern Indian 
art. (For examples of the genre, con- 
sider the misty paintings of C. Gorman 
and the heroic monuments of Allan 
Howser.) 

Swentzell’s sculptures are smooth 
and fleshy icons. They express an 
almost frightening vulnerability, an 
emotional nakedness that could be 
hard to live with. In one set of figures, a 
cluster of wide-eyed striped clowns rise 
up from the underworld, looking dis- 
mayed at what they see. In another, a 
seated woman with a butterfly tattoo 
emblazoned on her face and chest 
raises her arms in a gesture of fear and 
yearning. A woman in childbirth has 
two heads: one is screaming, the other 
lays back, eyes half-lidded in exhaus- 
tion. 

“Roxanne is taking traditional 
storytelling objects and imbuing them 
with angst,’”’ says Santa Fe photog- 
rapher Jack Parsons, co-author of a 
new book about Indian art titled Native 
America. ‘‘She’s telling a new story.’’ 

Roxanne’s mother, the noted archi- 
tect and tribal elder Rina Swentzell, 
describes her daughter’s work this way: 
“‘She has always had an intensity that is 
very unusual. What she catches and 
puts into the clay is the meaning inside 
the gestures.’” 


ANTA CLARA is one of six 


Northern Pueblo settlements 
nestled in the high valley be- 
tween the Sangre de Cristo 
and Jemez mountain ranges. 
The Tewa-speaking Pueblos have in- 
habited and farmed this harsh, lovely 
land for many centuries. Roughly 1,000 
people live there now, some in the an- 
cient warren of plazas and adobe dwell- 
ings on one side ef Highway 30, and the 
others in pre-fab, ranch-style govern- 
ment housing in the hills across the 
road. The contrast between the two 
styles of architecture is jarring, to say 
the least. It’s also emblematic of the 
changes that have been forced upon 
one of the oldest civilizations on the 
continent. 
Roxanne Swentzell’s house is up in 


the hills, but it’s an airy adobe structure 
that she designed and built with her sec- 
ond husband. There’s a garden plot 
anda chicken coop on one side, a swing 
set for her two young children and a 
tiny ceramics studio for use during the 
warm months. There’s also a large 
wood-burning kiln that once belonged 
to her mother. 

I spent an afternoon talking with 
Swentzell in the heart of her airy house 
— the kitchen. In that big, open room, 
strings of red chile peppers and bunches 
of dried herbs hang from the ceiling. 
Windows cut into the adobe look-out 
over the vast plains. None of 
Swentzell’s own sculptures are dis- 
played, but her grandmother’s smooth 
red clay pots grace the shelves. 

“‘Art wasn’t seen as such a separate 
thing when my grandmother was 
young,’’ remarked Swentzell, a shy, 
dark-featured woman who looks much 
younger than her 28 years. ‘“You made 
pots and drawings because that was 
what everyone did. You wanted to eat 
beans? You had to make a pot. Getting 
recognition as an artist or as an ‘Indian 
artist’ didn’t happen. It’s only recently 
that pots became objects to sell, un- 
related to your own life. It helps people 
here get money, but it’s also sad.”’ 

Swentzell grew up deeply connected 
to the Indian side of her family. She 
feels the conflict between art and com- 
merce, the old Indian way and the mod- 
ern American way, very keenly for so 
young a person. Born into a family of 
gifted potters, she began dabbling with 
clay at age three. 

“There was always clay around 
because we spent so much time at my 
grandmother’s, and my mother made 
pots too,’’ she recalled. ‘‘My uncle 
Mike Naranjo, who was blinded in 
Vietnam, is a sculptor, too, and had a 
big influence on me. I liked to watch 
him work, and when I was about four 
he gave me some clay and told me to 
make something on my own. Then he 
left the room and shut the door. I was 
completely in the dark because there 
weren’t any electric lights in his house 
— after all, he was blind. I was too em- 
barrassed to call out to him, so I just 
stayed in there and made this little bird 
by feel. It was exciting to see how it 
looked in the light.” 

Soon the bashful youngster was ex- 
pressing herself primarily through clay. 





“As a kid I wanted a way to com- 
municate how I was feeling, because I 
had a real hard time talking,’’ she 
remembered. ‘‘I didn’t talk much at all. 
If I was unhappy at school I’d make a 
crying figure. People seemed able to 
relate to it and understand what I 
meant,” 


S A teenager Swentzell 

attended Santa Fe’s In- 

stitute for American In- 

dian Arts. Later she 

studied at a more con- 
ventional, European-based art school 
in Portland, Oregon. Neither ex- 
perience proved satisfying: ‘‘As an In- 
dian artist you were expected to make 
traditional pottery or jewelry, and if 
you painted you were supposed to 
make bright-colored paintings of eagles 
and Indians on horseback. My teachers 
at IAI talked to us a lot about that, and 
they’d always yell at me because I 
wasn’t doing those cliche Indian 
things.”’ 

In Portland the technical training 
was helpful, but the atmosphere was 
even less relevant. ‘‘It was my first time 
away from home, and I got very caught 
up in the human condition. I had never 
seen black culture or city people in this 
whole business world. I found it so 
bizarre to walk into class and hear 
everyone just talk about color and 
composition. I wanted to make art 
about what was happening in the 
streets.” ~ 

Swentzell soon returned to New 
Mexico, this time to stay. She lived in 
the remote mountain community of 
Morrow for a time, but left because 
“the highest fences got covered with 
snow in the winter and they had to get 
you out with bulldozers.”’ 

The move to Santa Clara five years 
ago put Swentzell in close proximity to 
her maternal grandparents, some 
cousins, a couple of siblings and several 
aunts and uncles. (‘‘It’s a mixed bless- 
ing,’’ she said; ‘‘it’s like living in a soap 
opera.’’) Being there has also drawn 
her close to Pueblo roots. A member of 
the Corn Clan, she devotes several 
periods a year to elaborate tribal dance 
rituals that date back thousands of 
years. 

“*A lot of the dances are made for 
specific reasons, and you feel very holy 
doing them,” she explains. ‘‘When 
you’re dancing for rain you really feel 
you have the ability to make rain. First 
you spend two weeks in the kiva [com- 
munal holy place] dancing, praying 
and cooking with your clan. As soon as 
you walk through the door you’re part 
of the ceremony, and you’re part of it 
until you leave. Nowadays people feel 
so unimportant, so trivial. We don’t 
matter anymore, and Indians especially 
feel this way at times. But when you 
start thinking everything you do is 
sacred, then everything matters.” 

From dances she attended as a child, 
Swentzell remembered the Clown 
Clan, tribespeople who wore painted 
stripes and tasseled horns made of corn 
husks. According to Pueblo legend, it 
was a gang of clowns who led the tribe 
to the present homeland. Swentzell 
sculpts clown figures because ‘‘They’re 
like Kachinas. They brought the people 
up to this world, and they make fun of 
us so we can take notice of things we do 
and learn about ourselves. Like if 
you’re acting real stuck-up, they’Il start 
acting stuck-up to make you more con- 
scious.”’ 

Most of Swentzell’s sculptures are 
not so culturally specific. The faces she 
Creates can look Asian, Hispanic, 
African, Indian. Often they are nude, 
with no clothes or ornaments to iden- 
tify them culturally or geographically. 

The aim is to go beyond ethnicity and 
portray universal emotional states. 
“My figures often look troubled be- 
cause J’m troubled a lot by how sad 
everyone is, how out of touch with 
themselves,’’ declares Swentzell. “‘I 
want us to face that, to look at it. We’re 


all running and trying to find love 


because we don’t have it inside 


ourselves. 

“It’s also makes me sad to look 
around and see my own culture falling 
apart. It’s easier for the women, 
because they still have the pottery and 
home crafts. But the men are more 
depressed. They don’t have farming 
anymore — growing your food is con- 
sidered low-class now, and everyone 
wants to be upper class. We’re all sup- 
posed to want what everyone else in this 
society tells us to want — a bigger car, a 
better television set.” 


ITH HER sculptures 
fetching anywhere 
from $2,000 to 
$6,000 on the open 
market, Swentzell 
worries about becoming part of the 
mercantile art system she deplores. Her 
fears may sound a bit naive, but they 
are expressed with great conviction. 

“Thad to stop selling work at the In- 
dian Market in Santa Fe because it felt 
like a sideshow there,’’ she told me. 
“‘Nobody ever gets time to look and 
really see what a piece is about. You 
spend months putting your soul, your 
secrets into it, and people just grab at it. 
It’s like being raped.’” 

The commercial gallery world dis- 
turbs her too: ‘‘In galleries, who’s see- 
ing the sculptures? It’s only a special 
crowd, with a lot of money. They buy it 
and put it in their house together with a 
lot of other unrelated stuff. If I had 
another way to make money doing 
sculpture I’d do it. I’d put my pieces 
out and let whoever likes them the best 
take them.”’ 

A broad smile crept across Swent- 
zell’s face when I asked her about the 
San Francisco show. She views such 
public exhibits ‘‘as a chance to really 
reach other people. And the feeling I 
get from San Francisco is that you can 
make statements there about human 
conditions and have them be under- 
stood. I’m afraid in New York the at- 
titude is the weirder the better. My 
wildest stuff, like the butterfly woman, 
sells best there. And in Santa Fe 
galleries you have to conform to that 
old idea of Indian art.” 

As the light was starting to fade, 
Swentzell took me into the old pueblo 
to meet her grandmother. A regal 
woman of 75, she had the same dark 
beauty and quiet directness as her 
granddaughter. The next morning, 
back in Santa Fe, I completed the 
generational circle by speaking to 
another rerarkable woman, 
Roxanne’s mother Rina. 

Rina Swentzell has written and lec- 
tured extensively about the old ways of 
the Pueblos. She has celebrated their 
practical and aesthetically pleasing ar- 
chitecture, the way form and function 
mesh in their crafts, their deep-seated 
spiritual belief that ‘‘Everything in the 
{natural] world is interconnected with 
what makes life meaningful.” 

When I asked what Rina thought 
about her daughter’s confusion over 
how to keep faith as an artist, she 
answered readily. ‘‘I’m so proud of 
that confusion,’’ she said. ‘‘I think it’s 
a very difficult decision when a person 
is even bothered by the question of 
“How do I sell something that I made 
and still feel good about what I do?’ 
There’s hope in the world if we don’t 
do things thoughtlessly, if we still 
remember some deeper and more basic 
values. That’s what the Pueblo mean 
by saying, ‘Whatever we do, we need to 
walk carefully.’ That’s what Roxanne 
is trying to do.” 1 |

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YOUR MONEY 
OR YOUR 
CONSCIENCE?

OUR MONEY or your 
4 life!’’ In the old Jack 
Benny routine, when a 
mugger offers Jack 
these two options he 


has trouble making up his mind. Faced 
with a choice between the mugging of 
their money or their conscience, many 
socially concerned investors hoping to 
cash in on the stock market’s historical- 
ly high returns have suffered similar 
agonies of indecision. 

Ethical stock mutual funds were 
created to help them deal with their 
dilemma. The first two such funds, 
founded in the early ’70s, grew slowly. 
But in the mid-’ 80s the coincidence of a 
burgeoning South Africa divestment 
movement and a stock market boom 
gave socially responsible funds a major 
boost. 

Critics of the ethical stock funds, as 
well as divestment in general, warned 
that investors using social criteria 
would bankrupt both their pocket- 
books and their cause. Divestment and 
economic sanctions, it was asserted, 
would increase the misery of black 
South Africans and delay, not hasten, 
apartheid’s demise. Certainly such 
claims have been discredited by recent 
political changes in South Africa and 
Nelson Mandela’s release last week. 

Ethical investors have also had a 
positive impact in other areas of social 
concern, notably in opposing nuclear 
power and weapons production while 
promoting environmental protection 
and improved labor policies. But have 
these successes of the socially responsi- 
ble investment movement been dupli- 
cated on the financial front? In par- 
ticular, have ethical stock mutual funds 
provided principled investors an ample 
return on their principal? 

What follows is a brief review of the 
seven stock mutual funds generally 
recognized as being in the socially 





responsible camp. However, before 
rushing to read the bottom line, here 
are a few caveats. Although all seven 
funds shun companies involved in 
South Africa, their ethical guidelines 
vary considerably. The funds also dif- 
fer substantially in tolerance for risk. I 
describe some of these distinctions 
below, but for all the details, be sure to 
check out a fund’s prospectus. 

In addition, don’t get too excited by 
the ‘‘total return’’ percentages listed. A 
mutual fund’s total return is not the 
same as a bank’s interest rate, but 
lumps together dividends and interest 
received along with gains in the value of 
the fund’s securities holdings. The total 
returns shown look high mostly be- 
cause the stock market was on aroll the 
past five years. In fact, the total return 
for the average stock mutual fund for 
the 1984-89 period was a whopping 110 
percent, with a 24 percent leap in 1989 
alone. (The S&P 500 stock index did 
even better, jumping 153 percent in the 
1984-89 period and 31.6 percent in 
1989.) 

Therefore, in evaluating the ethical 
funds’ returns, it makes sense to match 
them against the average fund’s fig- 
ures. And, as the stock market’s per- 
formance so far this year reveals, 
double-digit gains are definitely not 
guaranteed. 

Finally, the fund loads (or sales com- 
mission) listed here are the typical re- 
quirements. Loads are commonly dis- 
counted for larger investments. And as 
a break for the less well-heeled, 
minimum initial investments are usual- 
ly reduced for retirement accounts. 


Calvert Social Investing Managed 
Growth Fund: 1700 Pennsylvania 
Ave. NW, Washington, DC 20006 
(800-368-2748). Year started: 1982. In- 
itial minimum investment: $1,000. 
Load: 4.5 percent. Total return: 18.8 
percent in 1989; 107 percent for 
1984-89. Relatively specific social 


criteria monitored by a distinguished 
advisory panel. Moderate risk, with a 
sizable percentage of assets in utility 
stocks (non-nuclear) and government 
mortgage securities. 

Calvert Social Investing Equity 
Fund: Same address and phone as 
Calvert Managed Growth. Year 
started: 1987. Initial minimum invest- 
ment: $1,000. Load: 4.5 percent. Total 
return: 27.5 percent in 1989. Identical 
social criteria and the same investment 
manager as the Managed Growth fund. 
However, the Equity portfolio is 
weighted to include fewer utilities and 
more smaller companies, increasing 
both risk and potential returns. 
Calvert Ariel Fund: Same address 
and phone as Calvert Managed 
Growth. Year started: 1986. Initial 
minimum investment: $2,000. Load: 
4.5 percent. Total return: 25.1 percent 
in 1989. Looser social criteria than 
Calvert Managed Growth and Equity, 
with fund often criticized for gambling 
casino holdings. Investment manager 


’ John Rogers has been lauded for skill at 


picking small company stocks; in 1988 
Ariel ranked fifth highest in return out 
of 1,465 funds. 

(The three Calvert Funds belong to 
the Calvert Group fund family, which 
includes a socially responsible money 
market fund as well as funds using no 
ethical guidelines. One advantage of in- 
vesting with a fund family is the pos- 
sibility of easily switching between dif- 
ferent types of funds at little or no load 
or commission charge.) 

Dreyfus Third Century Fund: 666 
Old Country Rd., Garden City, NY 
11530 (800-645-6561). Year started: 
1972. Initial minimum investment: 
$2,500. Load: none. Total return: 17.3 
percent in 1989; 102 percent for 
1984-89. Weak social criteria, with 
defense contractor Lockheed a recent 
holding. In its favor is the lack of aload 
and switching privileges among the 
large Dreyfus fund family. 

New Alternative Fund: 295 North- 
ern Blvd., Great Neck, NY 11021 
(516-466-0808). Year started: 1982. Ini- 
tial minimum investment: $2,650. 
Load: 6 percent. Total return: 26.1 per- 
cent in 1989; 130 percent for 1984-89. 
Social criteria have an environmental 
emphasis. A heavy focus on alternative 
energy investments means higher risk, 
but its 1984-89 return puts it at the head 
of the ethical fund pack. 

Parnassus Fund: 244 California St., 
San Francisco, CA 94111 (800-999- 
3505). Year started: 1984. Initial 
minimum investment: $2,000. Load: 
3.5 percent. Total return: 2.8 percent in 
1989; 64 percent for 1984-89. Makes ef- 
fort to find companies contributing to 
community. Volatile financial results, 
with manager Jerry Dodson producing 
a top-ranking 42 percent total return in 
1988, followed by a dismal 2.8 percent 
in 1989. 

Pax World Fund: 224 State St., Ports- 
mouth, NH 03801. Year started: 1971. 
Initial minimum investment: $250. 
Load: none. Total return, 24.9 percent 
in 1989; 95 percent for 1984-89. 
Perhaps the most extensive social 
criteria. Moderate risk, with long-term 
performance just a bit under average. 
A big plus is the zero load and excep- 
tionally low $250 initial minimum. 


Overall, the socially responsible 
mutual funds’ returns have been 
satisfactory, if not spectacular. In 
1989, four of the seven funds managed 
to outperform the average stock mu- 
tual fund. And although New Alter- 
natives was the lone fund with a five- 
year record beating the average fund’s 
1984-’89 return, only the Parnassus 
Fund was a serious laggard. So, say the 
numbers, ethical stock mutual fund in- 
vestors have been able to preserve their 
conscience at no significant cost to their 
capital. B

@ stupid question, but I am pro- 
foundly curious. I don’t want to ask 
anyone I know, or for anyone to know 
I’m asking. What exactly is a sex sur- 
rogate? Is this some type of therapist 
who will have sex with you if you need it 
desperately and don’t have a lover? I’m 
serious. I really don’t know. 


A: Look, sweetie: It’s OK not to 
w know something, and very wise 
to ask when you realize you don’t. It 
doesn’t say anything about you other 
than that you know enough to try to 
correct your ignorance. Next, I must 
editorialize again to tell you nobody 
ever needs sex, although a person may 
convince him (usually) or herself that 
that’s the case. 

OK, now I’ll answer your question. 
A sexual surrogate is a hands-on 
therapist who works with clients who 
have sexual problems like ejaculatory 
control, paralyzing fear and inex- 
perience adjusting to a new physical 
condition. The therapy includes relaxa- 
tion techniques, communication skills, 
learning how to touch and, optionally 
but not necessarily, sexual intercourse. 
The surrogate usually requires that the 
client be seeing a verbal psychothera- 
pist for support in dealing with the 
emotions these physical learning ses- 
sions might arouse, and most take new 
clients only by referral from such 
therapists. There is no licensing for this 
profession, although reputable sur- 
rogates belong to a self-monitoring and 


policy-setting organization known as 
IPSA, the International Professional 
Surrogates Association, or a local 
chapter like the Bay Area Surrogates 
Association. 


ge I’ve beenin a relationship witha 

@ man for more than a year; he 
moved in four months ago. He’s 26 and 
I’m 27. I am a woman who enjoys oral 
sex a lot, giving as well as receiving. My 
lover refuses to perform it on me, even 
though I told him how important it is to 
me. He loves it when I do it to him, 
though, and even requests it often, but 
will not ‘‘return the favor.’’ I feel very 
angry about my situation and just 
don’t know what to do about it. I love 
him, but I feel unfulfilled, rejected, 
undesirable and used. Is there any way I 
can change him? Do I have the right to 
try? How much longer do I put up with 
this? I desperately need help here. 


As: wouldn’t be human if you 


mdidn’t try to change your part- 
ner...and you will be among a lucky 
minority if you succeed. Asking for 
what you want in a relationship is fair 
game for all. Most of us constantly, or 
periodically, weigh the pros and cons of 
any situation we’re in. When the cons 
outweigh the pros is when the wise 
move on. You may have told your man 
how important receiving oral sex is to 
you, but did he hear you? I think it’s 
time for a major ‘“‘telling it like it is’’ 
session. From my audiotape ‘‘Let’s 
Talk: A Guide To Improving Couples’ 
Communication,’’ there are steps to 
take when conveying some difficult 
news (in this case, the depth of your 
unhappiness): 
@ Make an appointment for a private 
conversation (‘‘Can we have a few 
minutes to talk before you go out this 
evening?’’). That way you are likelier 
to get his full attention. 
®@ Admit your difficulties in delivering 
the message. 
@ Arrange yourselves physically so 
that you can be at eye level and within 
touching distance. 
@ Make “‘I’’ statements (‘‘I’m very 
angry,’’ rather than ‘‘You drive me 
nuts’’). 
® Give some positive strokes (“‘Most 
of the time sex with you is great...’’). 
@ Make (or ask for) some specific sug- 
gestions for improvement of the situa- 
tion (‘‘Is there anything I can do that 
would make doing oral sex on me more 
inviting? Can you tell me some of your 
considerations for not wanting to do 
oral sex?’’). 

After you’ve had such a conversa- 
tion and assessed the results, you may 
find some clarity on what you want to 
do next. Often simply saying aloud the 
unsayable offers sufficient, if tem- 
porary, relief. B

There are several options for relief 
other than the Internal Revenue 
Service. (The IRS has experienced 
some cutbacks and may be swamped 
more than usual. If you still want to 
reach the IRS, you can try calling 
Monday through Friday, 7 am-7 pm, 
at 800-424-1040.) Most services 
continue through the week of April 
15th, unless otherwise noted. Many 
of these services are restricted to 
helping non-English speakers, senior 
citizens, low-income families and the 
disabled. All services are offered in 
English, and programs offering 
additional languages are indicated 
Appointments are required at some 
locations, and you should make them 
as soon as possible because slots fill 
quickly. 

These free tax assistance 
programs are provided by a number 
of people, many of whom are 
volunteers. Some have been trained 
by the IRS, such as the volunteers for 
the AARP (American Association of 
Retired Persons) and VITA (Volunteer 
Income Tax Assistance). In order to 
make their job easier and to prevent 
return trips, taxpayers are advised to 
bring along this year’s tax booklet, 
past income tax returns, 1989 wage 
and interest information, proof of age, 
social security numbers for yourself 
and your dependents, your landlord's 
name, address and telephone 
number (for renter’s credit), 1099 
interest and dividend forms, receipts 
for deductible items and any state 
and federal tax forms you may have 
received in the mail 

There are additional federal- and 
state-sponsored assistance 
programs. The State Franchise Tax 
Board has a new automated service 
for people with push-button phones 


tax returns. The service, Known as 
FAST (Fast Answers about State 
Taxes), is a toll-free line you can use 
to:get recorded answers to many 
questions about state income taxes 
To use the service, have your tax 
booklet readily available to key in 
information codes. The service is 
available Monday through Saturday, 6 
am-10 pm, by calling (800) 338-0505 
Tax forms and booklets are provided 
by most United States post offices, 
public libraries, banks, savings & 
loans and the State Franchise Tax 
Board.

FI Norteno offers tasty, inexpensive seafood and Latin cuisine,

AVING EATEN at El 

Norteno several times 

prior to reviewing the 

restaurant, we were 

prepared to be the only 
gringos in the place. My companion 
and I usually prefer the authenticity 
of this environment, which is why it 
surprises me that so many non-Latinos 
seem to stay on the upper end of 24th 
Street when choosing places to have a 
casual meal, overlooking many great 
restaurants farther down the street. El 
Norteno is one of the better Mexican 
restaurants in the neighborhood, serv- 
ing truly authentic cuisine. It’s time this 
place received proper recognition for 
its excellent food and great prices. 

On weekends you can listen to live 
music performed by two gentlemen 
playing accordion and guitar — in- 
struments that give this Nortena music 
its distinctive sound. Sometimes the 
singing is a bit loud, but it really isn’t 
disturbing, and live music with dinner 
is a treat. While the service at this fami- 
ly restaurant can be somewhat ineffi- 
cient and slow, the food is always worth 
any minor inconveniences or delays. 

El Norteno specializes in seafood 
and fish, but the meat and Mexican 
plates are just as good. Gambas al ajillo 
($5.50) is a small plate of grilled prawns 
in a very garlicky and rich sauce. The 
prawns, juicy and perfectly cooked, are

plus Nortena music 


good with a cold beer. Quesadillas (95 
cents), made with house-made corn 
tortillas and soft Mexican cheese, are 
simple but delicious with salsa cruda, a 
fresh salsa made with tomatoes, chilies, 
onions and cilantro. 

Birria ($4.50), only available on the 
weekends, is one of the best we’ve ever 
had. This rich and slightly spicy goat 
soup, made thick with masa, is terrific. 
If you haven’t tried goat, but like pork 
or beef, be sure to try this filling soup, 
which features a sprinkling of raw, 
diced onion, cilantro and a squeeze of 
lemon. The enchiladas verdes ($4.75), 
two thick corn tortillas filled with 
chicken and topped with cheese and 
crema (sour cream) are served with 
refried beans and perfectly cooked rice. 
This is a standard plate found in Mex- 
ican restaurants, and mostly non- 
Latinos order it, but it’s good, rib- 
sticking food. Another humble~ but. 
popular item is nachos ($2.95). This ap- 
petizer, made with crisp, freshly fried 
thin corn tortilla chips, is topped with 
refried beans and just a bit of sour 
cream and cheese. It is lighter and less 
complicated than versions I’ve had 
elsewhere. 

By far the lightest Latin fare to be 
had are the seafood entrees. Prawns 
cooked several different ways and five 
other combinations of seafood, in- 
cluding a paella for $14, make El 
Norteno a viable place to come just for 
seafood. Sopa de mariscos ($10.95), 
clams, squid, prawns, bay scallops, 
boneless chunks of fish and crab legs 
served in a beautiful broth with just a 
bit of rice was flawless. All the com- 
ponents in the soup are cooked perfect- 
ly and served in a filled-to-the brim

iron pot. 

Carne de puerco ($5.25), consisting 
of many melt-in-your-mouth chunks 
of tender, lean pork served with chile 
rojo, a dried chili-based sauce, is just 
spicy enough and very satisfying. 
Beans, rice and piping hot, fresh corn 
tortillas are included in this dinner. 

We sampled the flan ($1) after our 
huge dinner and found it to be cool and 
refreshing but a bit weak. Domestic 
and imported beers, fresh fruit juices 
and natural fruit shakes are excellent 
beverages to sip while enjoying the 
hearty fare. 

El Norteno should be on your list of 
Mexican restaurants to try next: It’s a 
casual neighborhood place serving true 
Mexican food, prepared with skill and 
care, and the prices are typically low. 
Lunch is served throughout the day, in- 
cluding breakfast time, but more tradi- 
tional morning favorites are offered 
as well. |

The Hunt for Red October 
Based on.a 400-page novel, 
director John McTiernan's 
movie seems to have in- 
cluded every detail, and the 
first half of his pre- 
perestroika super-submarine 
story has more ingredients 
than a double submarine 
sandwich. The major question 
that finally emerges is 
whether Scottish-accented 
maverick Lithuanian captain 
Sean Connery’s headed for 
America to defect or destroy. 
But the film cuts back and 
forth too often and too quickly 
on too many Russian and 
American levels, and what 
should be thrilling bogs down 
in a welter of confusing detail, 
not helped by the occasion- 
ally unintelligible soundtrack 
But once the situation’s 
sorted out and it’s Connery

n Chico MacMurtrie’s new kinetic in- 
stallation “‘The Trees Are Walking,”’ 
everyday found objects are infused with a 
sinister life force in an exhibition that uses 
society’s cast-off material to articulate a chil- 
ling message about our destruction of the en- 
vironment. In the small gallery at New Lang- 
ton Arts, MacMurtrie has constructed a mi- 
crocosmic environment that assaults the viewer’s senses 
— visually, aurally and olfactorily. The entire room is 
transparent packing tape from floor to ceiling. Inside, 
the mechanized characters in this environmental morality 
play face each other from opposing sides of the room. 
The main figure in the show is Overconsumption Man, a 
hideous golem knit together from various pieces of aged 
foam suspended in a giant baggie at one end of the room. 
In response to Overconsumption Man’s asthmatic 
wheezing, a forest of spidery metal ‘‘trees’’ advances for- 
ward in a menacing ballet mecanique. The walking trees 
are angry, MacMurtrie explains, “‘because we’re destroy- 
ing the forest and the environment nonstop.”’ To em- 
phasize the trees’ plight and ‘‘what it feels like to have 
the air sucked out of you,’’ MacMurtrie layers on tex- 
tures of scent by blowing ammonium sulfite into the 
room with alternate intervals of a cedary ‘‘tree smell.”’ 
MacMurtrie’s fascination with kinetic art began when 
his older brother rigged up a dummy to fall across a 
drive-in movie screen at the climax of the action.

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Military mentality: Charles Dean tries to ferret out Harry Waters Jr.’s 
sexual preferences in The Virgin Molly. 


TWOIN ONE 


‘The Virgin Molly’ acts like 
two different plays 


THE VIRGIN MOLLY. By Quincy 
Long, directed by Anthony Taccone. 
At Berkeley Repertory Theatre, Berk. 
Plays through March 17th

HE VIRGIN Molly, a new 
work by Quincy Long pre- 
miering in Berkeley Reper- 
tory Theatre’s ‘‘parallel 
season,”’ acts like two dif- 
ferent plays. One is a darkly funny 
send-up of the military mentality, with 
emphasis on the grotesque practice of 
ferreting out homosexuals. The other 
is a quasi-religious allegory about 
androgyny. The first play is com- 
prehensible. The other one makes less 
sense the longer you think about it. 

Long’s surreal comedy takes place in 
a standard-issue Marine Corps bar- 
racks. (You almost get a whiff of 
disinfectant off Kate Edmunds’ metal- 
bunks-and-lime-green-walls set.) This 
is the base ‘‘queerhouse,’’ where the 
gawky recruit Molly (played by 
Stephen Spinella) has been sent for 
“evaluation.’’ His platoon mates are 
insisting he’s gay, and there are kinky 
letters to incriminate him. It’s the job 
of a hard-line corporal (Charles Dean) 
and a military lawyer (James Carpen- 
ter) to judge him guilty as charged or 
“man enough’’ for the Marines. 

A fine cast of actors, directed by 
Tony Taccone, rides this absurd situa- 
tion for all it’s worth. Spinella’s Molly, 
spindly-legged and wary as a whooping 
crane, skitters around in his skivvies, 
insisting he’s innocent. He answers the 
captain’s questions in a dreamy, side- 
winding Southern drawl, and submits 
without complaint to the abuse and in- 
sults heaped on him by the corporal. 
(At one point he’s forced to jog around 
the room with a mattress on his head.) 
Even Molly’s primary accuser, a bullet- 
headed brute with a violent case of 
homophobia (Allan Pottinger), can’t 
shake his story. 

Part of the joke is that Molly, goony 
and strange by any measure, longs to 
stay in an army that has only contempt 
for him. Did he really put the make on 
his platoon mates? The play titillates 
you with that question while keeping 


Molly’s sexual preferences a mystery. It 
also makes you guess about the bent of 
another soldier under observation, a 
broadly drawn black man named Jones 
(Terry Waters Jr.). 

If the matter of who did what to 
whom provides the only suspense, it 
also turns out to be something of an in- 
tentional red herring. The more com- 
pelling question, Long suggests, is 
whether any man can measure up to the 
military’s — e.g., Our society’s — 
monochromatic standard of maleness. 
In its most incisive moments, The 
Virgin Molly puts its finger on a dirty 
little secret: Of course they can’t, and 
even the brass know it. 

“What am I doing here?’’ asks the 
exasperated lawyer, a captain who con- 
siders entrapping homosexuals a 
screwy job. Even the corporal, an old 
pro at queer-baiting, isn’t such a 
straight arrow at heart. He misses war, 
when foxholes become sexual free 
zones. ‘‘Now we’ve got the time to 
worry about this shit,’’ he laments. 
“God, I hate peacetime.” 

Punching along in this lean, ir- 
reverent mode, Molly stays smart, if 
rather cartoony. But then that other 
play keeps poking up, the allegorical 
one. You know it’s taking over when 
the lights dim and somebody launches 
into a spacey monologue. (One mono- 
logist is a shadow figure called The 
Civilian, played by Patrick Kerr, who’s in- 
explicably invisible to everyone but the 
audience.) 

These reveries, about voyeurism and 
strained male-to-male encounters, 
come out of nowhere. But things really 
take a sharp left turn when the Second 
Coming allusions pile up. In a perplex- 
ing finale, Molly is dramatically recast 
as a blessed virgin — in the New Testa- 
ment sense of the term. Is Long sug- 
gesting womb envy here? A suppressed 
yearning of men. to embrace the 
feminine principle? A vote for the 
“‘miraculous”’ ambiguity of sexuality? 

Whatever he means, we’re on shaky 
ground when he trades in facile comedy 
for shaky metaphysics. In fact, the 
more bizarre Virgin Molly tries to be, 
the less meaningful it gets. There just 
isn’t enough dramatic fuel to support 
anascensionintothemiraculous. &

N THE TITLE cut of 

Kevyn Kinney’s new al- 

bum, MacDougal 

Blues, a struggling folk- 

singer moves from 
Omaha to Manhattan and auditions 
for a gig at Folk City in the Village, in 
the hopes of emulating Carole King, 
Joni Mitchell, Bob Dylan. But the 
singer fails the audition and gets moved 
along MacDougal Street by a cop, and 
the highlight of his trip comes when he 
glimpses Buster Poindexter in a sand- 
wich shop. ‘“‘This is not what I 
thought,’’ cries the singer. ‘‘Maybe 
next time I should move to San Fran- 
cisco and be a beat poet.” 

The song’s something of a joke on 
the subject of the illusory nature of suc- 
cess, but Kinney’s take on the lives of 
the kind of people who live in a roman- 
tic haze of vivid bohemian dreams is 
perfectly accurate — and incredibly 
touching. This is probably because 
Kinney is that kind of person himself. 
A 13-year veteran of various rock 
bands (his current one, drivin’n’cryin, 
though not well-known here, is an ex- 
tremely popular live act in the southern 
states), Kinney is finally beginning to 
bust out of the overcrowded world of 
struggling rock’n’rollers, but it’s a 
milieu he still feels quite comfor- 
table in. 

Kinney’s never lived in New York or 
tried to meet Bob Dylan, but, he says, 
speaking by phone from a hotel in 
Chapel Hill, North Carolina, ‘‘I know 
tons of people who have had those ex- 
periences. Friends of mine: The Indigo 
Girls, The Muskrats, Pianosaurus. 
And I’ve hung out on MacDougal 
Street, and I did get kicked out of Folk 





City once. I went in all alone and they 
said because I was a party of one I’d 
have to sit at the bar or leave, so I left.”’ 

Currently Kinney is on the road 
himself, driving a red van with only 
R.E.M.’s Peter Buck (who is backing 
him in his acoustic sets) and a guitar 
technician named Microwave for com- 
pany. He’s on a quick East Coast tour 
of small nightclubs, coffee houses and 
record stores (they’ll be flying out here 
for a gig in Los Angeles and one in San 
Francisco.) 

Kinney’s current lifestyle is- the 
classic freewheeling boho trip, the 
perfect escape from the dreariness of 
everyday life. It’s also the life that Mac- 
Dougal Blues describes perfectly on 


‘songs like ‘‘The House Above Tina’s 


Grocery,’” ‘‘Chico & Maria’’ and 
“Hey Landlord’: the life led by 
America’s struggling artistes, people 
who can’t settle down to some boring- 
9-to-5 job, who live on fish sticks and 
meatloaf, who can’t always pay the 
rent because, in one song’s words, “‘We 
don’t believe in money and we gave up 
guilt for Lent.’ 

Kinney says that describes himself 
and his lifestyle pretty well, ever since 


‘his high school days, when he started 


his own fanzine in order to interview 
the bands that came through his home 
town of Milwaukee. He also formed his 
own punk rock band, called the Pro- 
secutors. ‘‘We opened up for everyone 
and their mother — X, Fear, the Bush 
Tetras, you name it. We played on 
Monday and Tuesday nights, and we’d 
have these Mad Dog 20-20 nights for SO 
cents.’” 

Eventually, Kinney says, he got sick 
of playing punk rock. ‘‘I went to see 
Bob Dylan one time and I thought, 
‘Yeah, that’s it — just a guitar and the 





words.’ I wanted to be a folksinger, but 
I found out I had no songs! So I started 
writing stuff acoustic, and the Pro- 
secutors broke up and I began playing 
in bars, this kind of power flamenco 
shit — Elvis and Dylan and Cab 
Calloway, really wild stuff.’’ 

In 1981, Kinney decided to move 
south. ‘‘I was sick of being poor and 
cold,’’ he explains. ‘‘It’s bad enough to 
be poor, but to be poor and co/d, that 
really sucks.’’ Once relocated to Atlan- 
ta, he started doing what he calls “‘these 
weird acoustic folk gigs — not at true 


‘coffeehouses, but at these fern bars. 


And one reason I wanted to do it was, 
everyone else I saw there was so bad — 
they’d all be doing ‘The Wreck of the 
Edmund Fitzgerald’ and ‘Fire and 
Rain’ and ‘Piano Man,’ that cabaret 
kind of stuff. It wasn’t actually folk 
music. And so I thought, well, here I 
am, I’ve got long black hair and black 
clothes, and I’ll sing folk music and it’Il 
freak people out.”’ 

It did. ‘‘For the first time,’’ he says, 
“T was singing to real people, not just to 
punk rockers, and they liked it! It was 
kind of spooky.”’ 

In 1984, Kinney hooked up with Tim 
Neilson, an Atlanta resident who had a 
band called the Nightporters. Kinney 
and Neilson formed a trio with Jeff 
Sullivan and called it drivin’n’cryin, 
after a Prosecutors song (currently the 
band has a fourth member, Buren 
Fowler, on guitar). Unlike their more 
jangly peers in other Atlanta bands, 
drivin’n’cryin mixes heavy power 
chords and tough rock with a delicate 
country-folk side, song by song. The 
combination proved to be a popular 
one, Kinney says, almost immediately. 

In 1985, drivin’n’cryin put out an 
album called Scarred But Smarter on 
Atlanta’s 688 Records. The following 
year they were signed to Island, on 
which they’ve released two albums, 
Whisper Tames the Lion and last year’s 
Mystery Road. But it hasn’t been those 
records so much as the band’s immense 
live-show reputation that has gained 
them a following all over the South. 

Last year, Kinney says, drivin’n’cry- 
in played 150 shows, as well as putting 
out Mystery Road. In their spare time, 
the band practices a lot. They’ll be 
recording a fourth album soon, which 
Kinney says will be ‘a lot harder rock, 
with no country side to it. It’s not like 
we haven’t given that a try [mixing rock 
and country], but I feel like we’re miss- 
ing people I want to talk to that way — 
heavy metal people won’t buy it, coun- 
try people won’t buy it, rock people 
won’t buy it. The only people who’ll 
buy it are people like us, and there’s not 
so many of us — only roughly about 
50,000.’’ 

So Kinney diverted his softer, folky- 
country side into his solo project, and 
the record company went for it, espe- 
cially when he told them he’d record 
MacDougal for less than $10,000, with 
Peter Buck producing. He met Buck, 
he recalls, at drivin’n’cryin’s first gig in 
Athens, when someone pointed him out 
to him as ‘‘the guitarist for R.E.M.”’ 

Nowadays Kinney, the struggling 
songwriter, and Buck, the itinerant 
rock star, are inextricably linked, and 
the irony is clear: It’s exactly as if the 
Omaha songwriter of the title cut of 
MacDougal Blues suddenly hooked up 
with, oh, Eric Clapton. (If he did, he’d 
get his Folk City date, all right.) Kinney 
says that he made up most of the songs 
on the album from scratch, but as he 
drives around the country playing 
them, it becomes increasingly apparent 
just how closely life imitates art. Mac- 
Dougal Blues is not, after all, just an in- 
sider’s view of the dreams and aspira- 
tions of bohemian America, but a 
celebration of them. 

“Oh well,’’ says Kinney, ‘‘it’s not 
my business to dispel anyone’s illu- 
sions.””

ABTs program ranges from Twyla Tharp 
to Antony Tudor 


AMERICAN BALLET THEATRE. At 
War Memorial Opera House, Feb.

FTER THAT perfectly 

miserable 50th Anniver- 

sary Gala Opening that 

American Ballet The- 

atre dragged across the 
continent, one looked forward with 
considerable trepidation to the pro- 
grams this venerable institution 
might present during its annual two- 
week stay in San Francisco. Was all 
that pre-performance publicity 
material — which amounted to five 
pounds, two ounces by opening night 
— just Big Apple hype, or was it worth 
the effort taken to assemble and pay for 
it? The answer is both yes and no. 

For buoyancy of spirit, elegance of 
line and attention to detail, San Fran- 
cisco Ballet Company can dance circles 
around the visitors from New York. 
However, for sheer versatility of reper- 
toire, much of which it commis- 
sioned, ABT deserves every bit of at- 
tention it can gather. Take the case 
of Antony Tudor and Twyla Tharp, 
each of which were presented in an 
evening of their own work: They could 
not be more different from each other, 
and yet the company seemed to have 
absorbed each of their distinct sen- 
sibilities deep into its muscles and soul. 

Antony Tudor’s explorations of re- 
pressed individuality do look dated, 
but who knows, we may yet discover a 
new freshness in them now that chore- 
Ographers once again have begun ex- 
ploring the dark recesses of the soul. 
What is, however, ‘still remarkable is 
the way Tudor removed excess and fuz- 
ziness from ballet and fluidly in- 
tegrated much of the extended body 
language that was being developed by 
modern dancers in the ’30s. The stiff 
arms that jut up and out of the social 
confinement that choke the momen- 
tarily rebellious Caroline in Jardin Aux 
Lilas, Hagar’s left arm that curves up 
and around her head as she contorts her 
body in on itself in Pillar of Fire, 
are as much Martha Graham as they are 
Tudor. 

ABT gave both these classics fine in- 
terpretations. Kathleen Moore in Pillar 
of Fire was particularly moving as she 
so convincingly evolved from the anx- 
ious girl and guili-plagued ‘‘fallen 
woman’’ to an openly sensuous and 
embracing partner. Her body seemed 
infinitely capable of turning in on itself 
one moment, and engaging in hurtling 
splits across the stage the next, only to 
hang like a board from her part- 
ner’s shoulders a minute later. 

If ABT can take credit for some of 
Tudor’s greatest works — he was the 
house choreographer for more than 30 
years — maybe it will be able to do the 
same for Twyla Tharp, whose Brief 
Fling was premiered on a program with 
Balanchine’s Theme and Variations 
and Robbins’ Fancy Free. 


The week before, an all-Tharp eve- 
ning presented the by-now classic Push 
Comes to Shove, the work that 
Americanized Mikhail Barishnikov. 
Even without him, this flippant look at 
the star system in ballet is still hilarious. 
Danielo Radojevic was as insouciant as 
he was egotistical as the newly arrived 
dancer who has to find his way into a 
group of other prima donnas. Last 
year’s fog-filled In the Upper Room, in 
which Tharp formally and energetically 
integrated her own group’s loose- 
limbed style with ABT’s balleticism 
and worked on a new synergy — sym- 
bolized in the gradual emergence of the 
color red in the costumes — worked 
much better. Philip Glass’s music 
music was as driving, powerful and ef- 
fective as ever. But then, so is a 
bazooka. 

Nine Sinatra Songs, Tharp’s love af- 
fair with the crooner, was first done for 
her now-disbanded company and has 
been newly adopted by ABT. It much 
benefited from Jennifer Tipton’s dark 
lighting, in which the couples looked 
diminutive and very alone against the 
black background, completely domi- 
nated by Sinatra’s only-too-familiar 
voice, which, god-like, overwhelmed 
their isolated togetherness. 

But the highlight of the season was 
Tharp’s Brief Fling. It is a breathtak- 
ingly brilliant piece of Tharpism in 
which this extraordinarily inventive 
choreographer took one step further 
what she had started in last year’s The 
Upper Room, mixing up and molding 
disparate techniques and elements into 
a language that demands extreme 
speed, multiple and virtuosic uses of 
the body and a fearless and irreverent 
spirit that shrinks at nothing. 

Brief Fling is a refractured, Scottish 
suite of ten dances with such formal 
names as Trio, Quartet, Gigue, and 
Fugue, set to a score by Michel Colombi- 
er and Percy Grainger. Tharp followed 
the ballet tradition by dividing the 
ensemble into groups of two, three and 
four soloists and a corps of eight, which 
she then rolled across the stage with the 
speed of a movie projectionist gone 
mad. These mini-ensembles interacted 
and influenced each other, but stayed 
distinct and separate like a dizzily turn- 
ing mobile. The main impetus moved 
laterally and with such energy that the 
wings of the stage almost blurred, 
creating out of the stage a huge 
pulsating box. 

Julio Bocca and Cheryl Yeager were 
amazing in the twists, jerks, ruptures 
and extended leaps that Tharp threw at 
them for their classical duo partnering. 
Shelly Washington’s fearless acrobat- 
ics, for all their speed and danger, re- 
mained elegant and sinuous in the ex- 
treme. Brief Fling looks as if Tharp 
took everything she knows and loves 
about dancing — street, folk, ethnic, 
rap, ballet, Broadway, contact, you 
nameit, it’s there — to tell us that this is 
what dance in America is all about. 
And it is fun. One can only hope that 
ABT will bring it back soon. &

Barry Harris 


Although recently featured in the 
Thelonious Monk documentary, 
Straight No Chaser, Barry Harris 
is barely known outside of a 
committed jazz following. Even 
within jazz circles, the 60-year- 
old, Detroit-bred pianist is rarely 
heard these days, as he devotes 
himself to teaching on the East 
Coast. Yet many of those fam- 
iliar with his fleet touch and 
clean articulation — firmly in the 
tradition of Bud Powell, and 
heard on recordings with 
Coleman Hawkins, Yusef Lateef, 
Charles McPherson, Lee Morgan, 
Dexter Gordon, Sonny Criss, Al 
Cohn and others — recognize 
Harris as one of the greatest be- 
bop pianists alive. He is a superb 
interpreter of music by Monk, 
Charlie Parker and Tadd 
Dameron, and a fine composer in 
his own right.
